Montgomery” and which shall be in lieu of all 
justices of the peace within said precincts. The T . 
said court shall have all the power and jurisdic¬ 
tion now conferred by law in justices of the peace 
of said precincts, or that may hereafter be con¬ 
ferred by law on justices of the peace, or on said 
court, and the judge of said court shall have and 
exericse all the power and authority and per¬ 
form all the duties now prescribed by law, or 
that niay hereafter be provided by law, for jus¬ 
tices of the peace in said precincts. Said judge 
shall have the same right and privileges andJ ud £ e > rights 
same disabilities and penalties as now apply by of ’ etc * 
law to justices of the peace.

Sec. 2. I3e it further enacted, That there shall 
be a judge of said court, the said judge shall, at 
the time of his election, have been a resident of 
one of said precincts for at least one year, and 
that he shall at the time of his election, he at 
least twenty-five years of age, and shall within 
the State of Alabama, have been admitted to the 
practice of law. He shall hold his office for a 
term of six years, except as hereinafter other¬ 
wise provided, and until his successor is elected 
and qualified. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That an election 
shall be held for the office of judge of the infe¬ 
rior court of Montgomery in precincts 1, 2, 3, 4, 
5, 6 and 7, in the county of Montgomery, at the 
voting places in such precincts on Monday, April 
3, 1911, at which said election, the qualified elec¬ 
tors of said precincts may have an opportunity 
to vote for their choice for said judgeship. The 
said election shall he governed in all respects by 
the general election laws of the State of Ala¬ 
bama, as provided in chapters 15 and 16 of the 
code of Alabama of 1907, where not in conflict 
with the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That such office 
shall he considered a county office within the 
meaning of the election and other laws of Ala¬ 
bama. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That the per¬ 
son receiving the highest number of votes at such 
election shall be the judge of said court, and shall 
take office on Monday, April 10, 1911, and shall 
hold office from that date until Jan. 1, 1917, and 
until his successor is elected and qualified. His 
successor shall take office on Jan. 1, 1917, and 
shall be elected at the general election held for 
State and county offices in the year 1916, and at 
the general election every six years thereafter. 
All vacancies in the office of judge of said court 
shall be filled by appointment of the governor. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That the judge 
of said court shall receive a salary of thirty-six 
hundred dollars per annum, payable monthly out 
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of the county treasury, upon his warrant drawn 
upon the county treasurer. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, That the judge 
of said court shall appoint a clerk thereof, who Clerk duties, 
shall give bond in the penal sum of two thousand bond? etc * 
dollars, payable to the county of Montgomery, 
and conditioned to faithfully discharge the du¬ 
ties of his office, which said bond shall be approv¬ 
ed by, and filed in the office of the judge of pro¬ 
bate of said county; and also conditioned to pay 
over all money to the proper officers and persons 
to whom it is payable and to faithfully account 
for all moneys coining into his hands by virtue 
of his office. Said clerk shall receive a salary of 
fifteen hundred dollars per annum, payable out 
of the county treasury in monthly installments, 
upon his warrant drawn upon the country treas¬ 
urer, and he shall hold office at the pleasure of 
the judge of said court. The clerk of said court 
shall be authorized to administer oaths and issue 
all process issuing out of said court, except war¬ 
rants of arrest and writs of commitment, which 
shall be issued by the judge of said court, and he 
shall keep docket of the proceedings of the court, 
and shall certify all appeals and certioraris, but 
all judgments and orders shall be signed by the 
judge. The fees and costs that are now allowed 
by law to justices of the peace, constables and 
sheriffs in said precincts for services in justice 
of the peace court, shall be taxed and collected, 
as now provided by law in each case, and shall by 
the clerk be paid over to the county treasurer on 
the first Monday of each month. This shall not 
include the fees which may hereinafter be allow¬ 
ed by general law to the sheriff as turnkey fees, 
which said fees shall not be paid into the county 
treasury, but shall be paid to the sheriff, provid¬ 
ed that there shall be no turnkey fees in cases of 
acquittal. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That there shall 
be appointed by the judge of said court a bailiff Bailiff, salary, 
for said court, who shall receive as compensation, 
the sum of three hundred sixty dollars per year, 
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payable monthly out of the county treasury, up¬ 
on his warrant drawn upon the county treasurer. 

Sec. 9. Be it further enacted, That all pro¬ 
cesses of whatever kind or nature issued out of 
this court shall he addressed to the sheriff of 
Montgomery county, who shall, either himself or 
by deputy, execute the same. The sheriff shall 
receive no fees but as compensation for the serv¬ 
ices required of him he shall receive eighteen 
hundred dollars per annum, to be paid monthly 
out of the county treasury. The turnkey fees 
shall accrue to the sheriff and not the county 
treasury. 

Sec. 10. Be it further enacted, That the judge 
of said inferior court shall have the same juris¬ 
diction and powers as are conferred by law on 
justices of the peace in this State, all cases pend¬ 
ing in the courts of justices of the peace in said 
precincts, shall be forthwith transferred to the 
court established by the provisions of this act, 
and said county shall proceed with said causes, 
in all respects, as though they had been originally 
instituted in said court. There shall thereafter 
be no justices of the peace elected or appointed 
for said precincts and the office of justice of the 
peace shall from and after April 10, 1911, be 
abolished in precincts 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6 and 7, in 
the county of Montgomery, Alabama. 

Sec. 11. Be it further enacted, That the judge 
of said court shall be liable to impeachment for 
the same causes and in the same manner as now 
provided by law for justices of the peace. 

Sec. 12. Be it further enacted, That the judge 
of said court shall have power to issue a re¬ 
straining order to any justice of the peace, or 
notary public with powers of a justice of the 
peace, in said county, who assumes to exercise 
any of the exclusive jurisdieton of said court, 
and any such justice of the peace, exercising or 
attempting to exercise any such jurisdiction, 
may be required to show cause before the judge 
of said court, why he should not he punished for 
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contempt for disobedience to such restraining 
order. 

Sec. 13. Be it further enacted, That upon the 
institution of said inferior court each of the jus- Delivery of 
tices of the peace, in precincts 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, and b00ks - etc - 
7, in Montgomery county, shall deliver the dock¬ 
ets, official papers and records of all kinds of 
their respective offices to the clerk of the inferior 
court of Montgomery, and all causes pending in 
such courts shall be by such delivery transferred 
to such inferior court. Executions and other pro¬ 
cess for the collection of the judgments of said 
courts may be issued from said inferior court, in¬ 
cluding executions for cost, and, upon the col¬ 
lection of costs in any case accrued before said 
transfer, the clerk of said court shall pay said 
costs to justices of the peace or constables or 
other persons or officers entitled to the same, 
and shall take a receipt thereof which shall be 
entered on the docket of said cause. 

Sec. 14. Be it further enacted, That it shall Duty of clerk 
be the duty of the clerk of said court to issue an 
execution on all judgments rendered in said 
court after five days from the entry thereof and 
to place the same in the hands of the sheriff who 
shall rot urn said execution within thirty days 
thereafter, in accordance with the law now gov¬ 
erning executions in justices’ courts.

Sec. 17. Be it further enacted, That in the 
event of the sickness or unavoidable illness of 
the judge of said court, the governor shall, from Special judge, 
a list of three attorneys of Montgomery, submit- 
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ted to him by the judge of said court, appoint a 
special judge to hold said court during such ill¬ 
ness or absence of the regular judge. The com¬ 
pensation of this special judge shall be paid to 
him by the regular judge, individually and not 
by the county. 

Sec. 18. Be it further enacted, That when¬ 
ever in the judgment of the judge of said court, 
the business of said court demands it, the sheriff 
of Montgomery county may, where authorized so 
to do by the judge of said court, employ an ad¬ 
ditional bailiff for said court. Said bailiff shall 
have and possess all the authority of a deputy 
sheriff, and shall assist in the execution of the 
process of said court. He shall receive compen¬ 
sation at the rate of two dollars and fifty cents 
per day, for the time actually engaged, to be 
paid out of the county treasury upon the war¬ 
rant of the sheriff drawn upon the county treas¬ 
urer.

To require the treasurer of each incorporated 
city or town in Elmore county, Alabama, to 
make out and deliver to the publisher of a 
newspaper in such city or town for publi¬ 
cation a statement showing the receipts and 
disbursements of such city or town during 
each quarter; to provide for the designation 
of the newspaper to which such statement 
shall be delivered for publication; to fix the 
compensation for such publication and to 
provide for the payment of the same out of 
any funds in the city or town treasury. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama : 

Section 1. That within ten days from the 
first day of April, 1911, and quarterly thereafter, 
the treasurer of each incorporated city or town 
in Elmore county, Alabama, shall make up a 
statement, under an appropriate caption, of all 
monies received by him for the use of said city 
or town during the preceding quarter showing 
the date, the amount, the person from whom and 
on what account received, and shall also include 
in said statement, under an appropriate caption, 
a list of the disbursements of said city or town 
during the preceding quarter showing the date 
and amount of each payment, to whom paid, and 
a clear and concise description of the character 
of the claim, and shall, within ten days, after the 
end of each quarter deliver such statement for 
publication to the publisher of the newspaper 
printed and published in said city or town, or, 
if more than one newspaper is printed and pub¬ 
lished in said city or town, then to the publisher 
of such newspaper having the largest number of 
bona fide subscribers, designated as hereinafter 
set forth. 

Sec. 2. If more than one newspaper is print¬ 
ed and published in said city or town, it shall 
be the duty of the city or town council at its 
first regular meeting after the approval of this

Sec. 4. That said county solicitor in all cases 
in said county court shall receive the same fees Fee »- 
that the circuit solicitor is entitled by law to re¬ 
ceive in the circuit court, and that said county 
solicitor for the county of Choctaw may collect 
and retain for his services the fees and commis¬ 
sions earned by him in said county court during 
the year not to exceed nine hundred dollars per 
annum; the residue of such fees and commis¬ 
sions shall be by him paid into the county treas¬ 
ury of Choctaw county to the credit of the gen¬ 
eral fund.

is convicted. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of office created.

capital cases before committing magistrates in 
the county of Mobile and habeas corpus proceed¬ 
ings brought for the benefit of persons impris¬ 
oned or detained in Mobile county on any charge 
or accusation. And said assistant solicitor shall 
be authorized and it shall he his duty, when so 
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requested by the solicitor, to attend each term 
of the city court of Mobile county, and prosecute 
or aid and assist the solicitor in the prosecution 
of all cases in said court and to perform any and 
all other duties as are now required by law of 
circuit, county or city solicitors in said county, 
including attendance upon the grand jury in the 
place of the solicitor, in the performance of such 
duties the said assistant solicitor is authorized to 
exercise all the authorities of said solicitor for 
Mobile county. 

Sec. 4. That in each conviction in the inferior 
criminal court of Mobile county and the record- 
as er’s court of the city of Mobile or other courts 
of like jurisdiction that may hereafter be estab¬ 
lished by law, where the State is represented by 
the said assistant solicitor and in each convic¬ 
tion or appeal from said courts, there shall be 
taxed against the defendant as part of cost, a 
solicitor’s fee of three dollars; and said fees, 
when collected, shall be paid over to the county 
treasurer of Mobile county and by him deposited 
as part of the general funds of said county. 

Sec. 5. That the said assistant solicitor shall 
receive as compensation for his services as 
such, the sum of twenty-four hundred dollars 
($2,400.00) annually, to be paid in monthly in¬ 
stallments by the county of Mobile out of the 
general funds of said county. 

Sec. 6. That all laws and parts of laws, both 
general and special in conflict with this act, be 
and the same are hereby repealed.

No. 38) AN ACT (H. 241 

To authorize and require the treasurer of Bar¬ 
bour county to pay claims which are proper 
charges against the fine and forfeiture fund 
of Barbour county, and prescribing how 
and when such claims shall be paid and re¬ 
pealing conflicting laws. 
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Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
A labama, That the treasurer of Barbour county 
shall between the first and tenth day of January 
of each year calculate the amount of funds on 
hand and in the treasury on the first day of Jan¬ 
uary to the credit of the fine and forfeiture fund 
of the county, and he shall also calculate the 
amount of claims which have been registered on 
or prior to the first day of January which are 
proper charges against said fine and forfeiture 
fund as shown by the claims registered in his 
office, and he shall also ascertain what percent¬ 
age the said fine and forfeiture fund will pay on 
said claims. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That said treas¬ 
urer shall, between the tenth and thirty-first day 
of January of each year, and that no other time 
during the year, pay on demand to the holder of 
any proper claim which is entitled to be paid out 
of said fine and forfeiture fund, the percentage 
of such claim which the fine and forfeiture fund 
will pay; the sum so paid to be in full settlement 
of the claim. At the time of such payment the 
treasurer shall take up and cancel all evidences 
of said claim, and file and preserve the same as 
now required by law.

To provide for the improvement of the public 
roads and bridges of Tallapsoosa county, 

Alabama. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
Alabama, That this act and the general laws of Act s consti- 
the State of Alabama, not in conflict with the road 
provisions of this act, shall constitute the law of 
Tallapoosa county, Alabama, on the subject of 
public roads and bridges. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be the duty of the court 
of county commissioners of Tallapoosa county to 
purchase or hire all such horses, mules, live stock, 
teams, harness, road machines, wagons, carts, 
scrapes, plows, tents, implements, pipe, lumber 
and other materials, paraphernalia or things nec¬ 
essary in the construction, working, maintainance 1 ^ 1 ^g a ^ c of 
and repair of the public roads and bridges of 
Tallapoosa county; and said court is hereby au¬ 
thorized and empowered for the purpose of car¬ 
rying out the provisions of this act to appropri¬ 
ate out of the road fund, and the bridge fund, 
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such sums as in their judgment may be neces¬ 
sary. In addition thereto said court of county 
commissioners shall have the right to appropri¬ 
ate out of the general fund in the county treas¬ 
ury such sums as they may determine will be 
necessary to carry out the provisions of this act, 
provided such appropriations will not interfere 
with the payment of the necessary general ex¬ 
penses of the county. And said court may make 
provision for the care of all live stock and other 
property belonging to the county used in and 
about its public roads and bridges as in their 
judgment may seem best. They shall also have 
the right to sell or exchange any property belong¬ 
ing to the county and to employ such road and 
bridge laborers as may be required, or deemed 
necessary for the working, building and repair¬ 
ing of said roads and bridges. 

Sec. 3. That the court of county commission¬ 
ers is hereby vested with full power and author¬ 
ity to work the convicts of Tallapoosa county, 
and such other convicts as they may be able to 
contract for, upon the roads and bridges of said 
county in such manner as they may deem best 
and to provide the necessary medical attention, 
maintainance, equipment, tents, cages, parapher¬ 
nalia and guards for their safe keeping and sup¬ 
port. 

Sec. 4. The judge of probate and court of 
county commissioners as soon as practical after 
the passage of this act shall appoint a competent 
and suitable person superintendent of roads and 
bridges of Tallapoosa county. Such superinten¬ 
dent must have had practical experience in the 
building and maintainance of improved roads 
and bridges and his term of office shall be two 
years from the time this act shall go into effect. 
His successors shall hold office for two years from 
the date of their appointment which shall be on 
the first of October, 1913, and every two years 
thereafter. The superintendent of roads and 
bridges shall have control and supervision of tlm 
public roads and bridges of Tallapoosa county 
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subject to the direction and authority of the 
judge of probate and court of county commis¬ 
sioners of said county. 

Sec. 5. Said superintendent of roads and Oath and bond, 
bridges shall, before entering into the discharge 
of the duties of his office, qualify by taking and 
filing the statutory oath of office, and giving 
bond conditioned for his faithful discharge of 
the duties of his office, payable to the judge of 
probate of Tallapoosa county for the use 
of said county, in the sum of two thousand 
dollars with sureties to be approved by said judge 
of probate. Said oath and bond shall be record¬ 
ed in the office of the judge of probate. 

Sec. 6. The superintendent of roads and 
bridges shall receive for his services such salary a ary ‘ 
as may be fixed by the judge of probate and court 
of county commissioners, to be paid to him in 
monthly installments by warrants drawn in his 
favor by the judge of probate upon the county 
treasurer, chargeable to such fund, or funds, as 
the court of county commissioners may direct. 

Said superintendent may be removed from office Removal - 
at any time whenever in the opinion of the judge 
of probate and court of county commissioners it 
is deemed best to do so, at which time his salary 
shall cease. If the office of superintendent of 
roads and bridges shall become vacant at anj 
time by death, resignation, removal or otherwise 
the judge of probate and court of county com¬ 
missioners shall appoint some person possessing 
the qualifications named in section 4 to fill the 
unexpired term. 

Sec. 7. The duties of the superintendent of 
roads and bridges shall be as follows: (1) To Duties, 
have control and supervision of the road and 
bridge foremen and public roads and bridges of 
the county, and to direct the manner of working, 
building and maintaining same subject to such 
rules and directions as may be given by the 
judge of probate and court of county commis¬ 
sioners. (2) To appoint all road foremen and 
to remove any of them from office should they 
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fail or refuse to perform the duties imposed up¬ 
on them or comply with any direction or order 
of said superintendent. To fill all vacancies in 
the position of road foremen. (3) To work and 
improve the roads of Tallapoosa county. (4) To 
have general supervision over the bridges 
of the county, to repair and build same 
subject to the direction of the judge of probate 
and court of county commissioners; to let con¬ 
tracts for the building, repairing of bridges, cul¬ 
verts and causeways under the direction of said 
judge of probate and court of county commis¬ 
sioners. (5) To cause to be erected mile posts 
and sign boards. (6) To have charge and con¬ 
trol of the mules, horses, tools, implements, road 
and bridge materials and machines of every de¬ 
scription used in and about the work on the 
roads and bridges, and, at the expriation of his 
term of office to deliver same to the judge of pro¬ 
bate. (7) To make reports under oath to the 
judge of probate and court of county commis¬ 
sioners at the regular sessions of said court 
showing the amount of road and bridge work 
done since his last report, the expense occasioned 
by such work and such recommendations for the 
future progress of the work as he may deem prop¬ 
er. He shall make additional reports in such 
form as may be required by the judge of probate 
and court of county commissioners he shall also 
make reports every two weeks to the judge of 
probate showing the names of the pay laborers 
employed upon the roads and bridges, the names 
and number of road hands who have discharged 
their liability for road duty by work, the amount 
of work that has been done together with the 
amount due each pay laborer. Such report shall 
cover the preceding two weeks and shall also 
show the amounts due for equipment supplies, 
and feed stuffs purchased since his last report, 
properly itemized so as to show to which fund 
chargeable. The judge of probate shall draw 
warrants upon the county treasurer in favor of 
the person to whom said amounts are due charge- 
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able to the fund for wlich said expenditures were 
authorized. 

Sec. 8. The court of county commissioners

Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the judge ofR 0a( j ap¬ 
probate and court of county commissioners to tricts.

number of road foremen employed who shall not 
be less than four. Said foremen shall have the 
control and direction of the road gangs and be Road foremen, 
under the sole direction of the superintendent of etc - 
roads and bridges. Their salary shall be fixed 
by said court and shall be payable in monthly 
installments by warrants drawn by the 
judge of probate upon the county treasurer 
chargeable to the road fund. Said court may 
also provide for one or more bridge foremen who 
shall have charge of the bridge gangs, receiving 
such salary as may be fixed by the court payable 
in the same manner as road foremen are paid by 
warrants chargeable to the bridge fund. They 
shall likewise be under the sole direction of the 
superintendent and appointed and removed by 
him. 

The public roads of Tallapoosa Width f 
county shall be twenty-five feet wide. roads. 

Sec. 12. It shall be unlawful for any person 
not employed in working the roads to plow or Unlawful t0 
dig into any public road to obstruct same, or the obstruct 
ditches on either side by placing therein stones, roads, 
brush, lumber, or debris of whatever kind or to 
plow into said ditches. It shall also be unlawful 
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for any person to interfere with the drainage 
from said roads or ditches by stopping up drains 
from same or turning water into the ditches, 
that does not come from the roadbed. A nj per¬ 
son who shall violate the provisions of this sec¬ 
tion shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction, shall be fined not more than one hun¬ 
dred dollars. Provided, however, that the super¬ 
intendent of roads and bridges shall have the 
right to allow persons to turn water into the 
ditches and such authority from him shall bar 
a prosecution for a violation of the provisions 
of this act. 

Sec. 13. It shall be the duty of the road and 
bridge foremen to work and control the gang in 
their charge and to build, maintain and repair 
Ihe roads and bridges under their supervision as 
they may be directed by the superintendent of 
roads and bridges. The road foremen shall also 
warn all road hands liable for road duty, giving 
the warning as required by the provisions of 
this act. 

Sec. 15. All male persons residing in Talla¬ 
poosa county between the ages of eighteen and 
forty-five years, except those who are exempt 
from road duty under the general laws of the 
State of Alabama, are liable to work on the pub¬ 
lic roads of Tallapoosa county ten days in each 
year, in person or by able-bodied substitute ac¬ 
ceptable to the superintendent of roads and 
bridges; provided that no persons shall be ex¬ 
empt from such road duty on the ground of phys¬ 
ical disability unless he shall procure from the 
court of county commissioners of said county a 
certificate of such disability. Any person who 
may be liable for road duty under the provsiions 
of this act may discharge such liability by pay¬ 
ing the tax collector of Tallapoosa county the 
sum of five dollars on or before the first day of 
February of the year for which he is liable for 
road duty. Said amount may be paid at any 
time after the first day of October preceding. 
The tax collector shall issue to him a receipt fur- 
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nished by the court of county commissioners 
stating his full name, age, and the road district 
in which he resides and the road year for which 
he has discharged his liability for road duty. 

Sec.16. Immediately after the first day ofoutyoftax 
February in each year the tax collector shall file collector - 
with the judge of probate an alphabetical list ac¬ 
cording to road districts of all persons paying to 
him said amount of five dollars in lieu of work 
for the current road year, together with a state¬ 
ment of the amount collected by him. It shall 
be the duty of the tax collector to pay over to 
the county treasurer immediately all moneys col¬ 
lected by him under the provisions of this act 
which shall be placed in the county treasury to 
the credit of the “road fund.” The tax collector 
shall receive for his services two per cent of the 
amount collected by him under the provisions of 
the preceding section. 

Sec. 17. The court of county commissioners is 
hereby authorized and empowered to appropri- Appropri¬ 
ate from the general fund to the road fund, or to to road 
the bridge fund, such sums as they may see fit, 
taking into consideration the general expenses of 
the county and the demands liable to be made 
upon the general fund. 

Sec. 18. The road year of Tallapoosa county Koad year 
shall begin on the first day of January in each 
year and end on the 31st day of December suc¬ 
ceeding. 

Sec. 19. After the first day of February in Apportion . 
each year it shall be the duty of each county ment of hands, 
commissioner to prepare a list of all persons re¬ 
siding in his district Avho have failed to pay to 
the tax collector the sum of five dollars as a 
discharge of liability for road duty for that year 
and to apportion them to the roads in the road 
district in which they reside; provided that no 
person shall be required to work upon a road 
more than six miles from his place of residence. 

Copies of such apportionments shall be furnish¬ 
ed to the superintendent of roads and bridges 
who shall notify the road foremen to warn said 
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road hands to work the roads to which they are 
apportioned at such times as he in such notifica¬ 
tion may designate; provided further that no 
person shall be required to work the roads at 
any one warning for more than five days. 

Sec. 20. All persons arriving at road duty age 
during the year, or coming into the county dur¬ 
ing the year may relieve themselves from liabil¬ 
ity for road duty* by paying to the tax collector 
within thirty days after they arrive at road duty 
age, or come into the county the pro rata amount 
due for the remainder of the year calculated 
upon a basis of five dollars per annum. 

Sec. 21. Any person arriving at road duty age 
by parties com- during the year, or coming into the county dur- 
i n AL n l°J^ nty the y ear > w ^° f a ^ s to relieve himself of the 
liability for road duty shall be apportioned and 
warned to work the road in the same manner as 
other road hands, provided that he shall only be 
required to work a pro rata number of days cal¬ 
culated upon the same principal as the monetary 
discharge of liability provided for in the preced¬ 
ing section. 

Sec. 22. The mode of warning road hands is 
for the road foreman, or some one appointed by 
him, to give one day’s notice in writing to such 
road hand notifying him to appear at such time 
and place as may be therein mentioned, served 
upon him in person or left at his place of resi¬ 
dence.

sides, which said justice court shall have juris¬ 
diction to try said causes. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That in all civil 
appeal cases, taken from justices of the peace 
courts, to the said county courts, and remain un¬ 
disposed of, at the time of the taking of effect of 
this act, as hereinbefore provided, and are pend¬ 
ing in said county court, at said time, shall be 
by the said clerk, of the circuit court, who is

Be it further enacted, That all orders 
and judgments rendered by said county court 
and unsatisfied, as well as all executions, issued forfeitures!

the said orders, judgments, executions, and for¬ 
feitures had been originally made in the said cir¬ 
cuit court of said county of Coffee, and that all

Be in enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby created and 
established in and for the county of Hale, the 
State of Alabama, an inferior court of law and 
equity, which shall be a court of record, and 
shall be known as and called the Hale County 
Law and Equity" Court. That said court shall 
be invested with, and shall have and exercise, all 
the jurisdiction and powers which are now, or 
which m 8 $ hereafter be conferred by law on the 
several circuit and chancery courts of this State. 
When exercising the jurisdiction and powers of 
the circuit court, it shall conform to the rules of 
practice and procedure in the circuit courts of 
the State; and when exercising the jurisdiction 
and powers of the chancery court, it shall con¬ 
form to the rules of practice and procedure of 
the chanMry courts of the State. Excepting 
cases where such rules of practice and procedure 
in said circuit and chancery courts are changed 
by the provisions or under the authority of this 
act. And, provided, that the judge of this court 
shall have the powers and authority to make and 
adopt such rules of practice and procedure for 
this court, not inconsistent with the provisions 
of this act, as in his opinion may be required and 
necessary for an expeditious dispatch of business 
of said court, and for a proper system of prac¬ 
tice and procedure in said court and may amend 
or annul the same as may be expedient; and such 
rules of practice and procedure shall be entered 
upon the minutes of said court, and shall be sub¬ 
ject to revision* change or annulment by the su¬ 
preme court of said State. 

Sec. 2. That there shall be a judge of and 
for said Hale county law and equity court, who 
shall be appointed by the governor of Alabama 
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within ten days after the approval of this act, 
whose term of office shall begin immediately up¬ 
on the issuance of his commission, and shall con¬ 
tinue until the general election in 1916, and un¬ 
til his successor is elected and qualified at the 
general election in November, 1916, and every six 
years thereafter, the judge of and for said court 
shall be elected by the qualified voters of Hale 
county; and the judge so elected shall hold office 
for six years commencing on the first day of Jan¬ 
uary following his election and until his succes¬ 
sor is elected and qualified. ^The judge of the 
court herein provided for shall l:ake the oath of 
office required by law before entering upon any 
of the duties pertaining to his office, and he may 
be impeached or removed from office for the same 
causes by the same tribunals and in the same 
manner as judges of the circuit courts of this 
State. The judge of said court shall have and ex¬ 
ercise all the authority, jurisdiction and^powers Authority> 
which are now, or may be hereafter, lawfully ex¬

The judge of said court shall have been a citizen 
of the United States and of the State of Ala-^^ lt1ca 
bama for a period of five years and a citizen of 
the county of Hale for a period of two years next 
preceding his election, and shall not be less than 
twenty-five years of age, and shall be learned in 
the law; and at the time of his election and dur¬ 
ing his continuance in office he shall reside in r 
Hale county, Alabama. Vacancies in the office of 
the judge of said court shall be filled by appoint¬ 
ment by the governor and the appointee shall 
hold his office until the next general election for 
the election of circuit court judges and chancel- 
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lors, and until his successor is elected and quali¬ 
fied. The said judge of the said court shall be 
commissioned as the circuit judges in this State 
are commissioned and shall take oath of office 
required by law. If in any case, civil or crimi¬ 
nal, pending in said court, the presiding judge 
thereof, for any legal cause, be incompetent to

law are imposed upon circuit solicitors in like 
cases in the circuit courts of this State. Vacancies 
in the office of the solicitor of said court shall be 
filled as are now provided for in case of vacancy 
in the office of the solicitor for Hale county. 

Sec. 5. That the clerk of the circuit court of 
Hale county shall be ex officio clerk of the Hale 
county law and equity court, on the law side Duty, etc., of 
of its docket, and shall have the powers, and circmt clerlc 
shall be required to perform all the duties and 
shall be subject to all the penalties and liabili¬ 
ties in said court, as are imposed on and required 
of him in like cases in said circuit court; and he 
shall be entitled to the same fees for services in 
said court as he is entitled to for like services in 
the circuit court of Hale county, as are now or 
hereafter may be, allowed by law to the clerk of 
said circuit court.

That on the approval of this act it 
of PP roadTp nt sha11 be the duty of the court of cqunty commis- 
portioner. sioners to appoint one road apportioner for each 
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election precinct of said county. Such appor- 
tioner must be between the ages of twenty-one 
and fifty years and shall serve four year. 

Sec. 2. The apportioners mentioned in the 
preceding section shall, within thirty days from Road divisions, 
their appointment, divide the public roads of 
their respective precincts into appropriate divi¬ 
sions, not to exceed four miles in length, and 
shall designate each precinct by a number begin¬ 
ning at one and describe each number by its ter¬ 
minal point, and shall within thirty days from 
their appointments, appoint an overseer for each 
division and certify such appointment to the pro¬ 
bate judge, who shall at once issue commissions 
to such overseers. Commissions to apportioners 
or overseers may be served in person, or forward¬ 
ed by mail. 

Sec. 3. It is the express duty of the appor- 
tioners. 1. Within ten days after the appoint- portionere. 
ment of overseers for his precinct to apportion 
the person or hands among the several divisions 
of roads in their precinct according to the im¬ 
portance of each road to the public, and . to 
change such apportionment from time to time 
as due regard to the public interest may require. 

2. To provide each overseer in the precinct as 
early as practicable with a complete list of the 
lands apportioned to his division. 3. To appor¬ 
tion among the several roads of the precinct all 
horses, mules, oxen, wagons, scrapers, plows, 
machinery and all other implements, and furnish 
each overseer with a list of the same which shall 
accompany a list of the hands. 4. To inspect 
from time to time, and at least twice a year the 
public roads within their precinct, notice the 
character of repairs and observe if such roads 
are regularly posted as required by law. 5. To 
report to the grand jury any overseer who has 
in any particular failed to discharge his duty 
on any road within his precinct. 6. To report 
all defaulters, and see that they are prosecuted 
for failure to work. 7. Where any road runs on 
the line dividing two precincts the apportioners

of each adjoining precinct shall divide the road 
between them, and have charge of the half agreed 
to be taken by each the same as though said road 
lay in his precinct. In the event the apportion¬ 
ed of the two adjoining precincts are unable to 
agree upon a division of the road, then the court 
of county commissioners shall divide said road 
between them. 

Sec. 4. It is the express duty of the overseers 
of such public roads.

To call 
out the hands and persons, wagons, teams, 
scraped, plows, and all animals, machinery and 
implements subject to duty on their respective 
roads at their discretion and to work with the 
same not less than five days, and not exceeding 
ten days in each year. 3. To keep at the end 
of each mile, a mile post, marked with the num¬ 
ber of miles to the court house or other noted 
place to which the road leads. 4. To erect index 
boards at all crossings and forks of roads with 
proper directions pointing to the most noted 
place to which the road leads. 5. To build bridges 
and cause-ways where the same are necessary, 
after submitting same to the court of county com¬ 
missioners and unless the court of county com¬ 
missioners deem it expedient to have the same 
built by contract. 6. Where two precincts are 
divided by water courses or any depression that 
necessitates a bridge or causeway, in conjunction 
with the adjoining overseer, to construct the 
same unless the court of county commissioners 
have the same built by contract, but this shall not 
apply to the Tennessee river. 7. To report to 
the grand jury any apportioner in his election 
precinct who fails to discharge his duty. 8. To 
report and prosecute all defaulters who fail to 
work on public roads or pay for the same as re¬ 
quired by law. 9. To keep the ford of any stream 
in order if practicable, when any bridge has been 
washed away, fallen down or becomes unsafe. 10. 
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To keep in good condition all approaches to 
bridges and causeways whether the same are by 
contract with the commissioners or by direction 
of the overseer. 11. To repair all bridges and cul¬ 
verts when injured or broken, to open any drain, 
to fill any hole in the road, or break in the pikes, 
and to remove obstructions from the road, and 
when notified, either in person or in writing by a 
member of the court of county commissioners, of 
said county to do or perform any of said duties, 
the same shall be done or performed by him with¬ 
in twenty-four hours after being notified, and 
upon his failure to do so, such overseer shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
fined not less than ten nor more than fifty dol¬ 
lars.

in certain cases,” approved August 9th, 1907, be 
amended so as to read as follows, to-wit: 

Sec. 2. That the first stenographer appointed 
under this act shall serve until the end of the Term 0 f office, 
year 1907, that each subsequent term shall be 
for one year, commencing on January 1st, and 
ending on December 31st thereof. Such stenog¬ 
rapher shall receive a salary of one hundred and salary, 
twenty-five dollars ($125.00) per month, paya¬ 
ble by Walker county on the warrant of the pro¬ 
bate judge drawn on the treasurer thereof and 
said warrant shall be a preferred claim against 
said county.

To regulate the fine and forfeiture fund of Cof¬ 
fee county, and claims against said funds, 
and requiring all fines and forfeitures to 
be paid in money, and making it a misde¬ 
meanor punishable by fine for any officer 
collecting moneys belonging to said fund to 
fail to pay the same to the county treasurer 
within sixty days from the" collection 
thereof. 

Section 1 . Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
Alabama, That on and after the passage of this 
act, all fines and forfeitures and hire of convicts, 
and other moneys which under the general laws 
belong to and should be paid into the fine and 
forfeiture fund, shall be paid only in lawful cur¬ 
rency of the' United States 5 and all moneys 
which accrue to said fund in said county and 
which may be collected by any sheriff, judge of

Be it further enacted, That all fine 
and forfeiture claims which have not heretofore 
been registered by the treasurer of said county, 0 c aim ’ 
shall be filed with the county treasurer, within 
ninety days from the passage of this act, and 
by said treasurer in the book or register of claims 
against said fine and forfeiture fund, in the or¬ 
der in which they are so filed with them, and 
ail claims hereafter arising against said fund, 
shall likewise be filed with said treasurer with¬ 
in thirty days from their accrual, and registered 
in said book .or register of claims against said 
fine and forfeiture fund in the order in which 
they are filed. That all fine and forfeiture 
claims which have heretofore been registered or 
re-registered by said treasurer shall also be filed 
with the county treasurer within ninety days 
from the passage of this act, and again register¬ 
ed by said treasurer. All such claims, whether 
registered before the passage of this act, or if 
not registered, shall be registered in the order in 
which they are filed with said treasurer, and 
shall be paid in the order of said registration. 

The treasurer shall endorse on each of said 
claims the date of its filing, and its number in 
the order of filing, and registration. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That all such 
claims against said fund which shall not be filed Claims barred, 
with said treasurer as herein provided, shall be 
barred of payment from said fine and forfeiture 
fund. 
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Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That all laws 
and parts of laws in conflict with this act be and 
the same are hereby repealed.

No. 112.) AN ACT (H. 317. 

To provide for an official stenographer for the 
law and equity Court or Mobile. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
Alabama, That the board of revenue and road 
commissioners of Mobile county shall, at their 
first meeting after the passage and approval of 
this act, elect an official stenographer for the law 
and equity court of Mobile. 

Sec. 2. The party so elected shall be qualified 
elector of said county and shall be competent to 
correctly take down and transcribe the proceed¬ 
ings and evidence of witnesses in said court. At 
the time of electing the said stenographer, the 
said board of revenue and road commissioners 
of Mobile county shall appoint an examining 
board consisting of three reputable members of 
the Mobile bar engaged in the active practice, 
who shall examine the said stenographer and 
shall report to said board of revenue and road 
commissioners in five days after their appoint¬ 
ment, whether or not the said stenographer is 
competent to fill the said position. If the said 
examining board report that said stenographer 
is not competent, then the election of the said 
stenographer shall stand vacated and annulled 
by such report, and the said board of revenue and 
road commissioners, at their next meeting, shall 
elect another stenographer and shall elect a like 
examining board who shall examine such other 
stenographer and report in the same manner and 
with like effect. Whenever the examining board 
reports that the stenographer who has been elect¬ 
ed is competent to fill the position, then such 
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election shall become absolute, and said stenog¬ 
rapher shall fill said position for the term for 
which he is selected and until his successor is 
elected and qualified. 

Sec. 3. The compensation for such stenogra- compensa- 
pher shall be one hundred and twenty-five dol-tion. 
lars ($125.00) per month, payable monthly out 
of the treasury of Mobile county. He shall make 
typewritten transcripts of his stenographic 
notes, or any part thereof, on application of any 
person or persons, for which transcripts he shall 
receive from such applicant or applicants fifteen 
cents per hundred words. 

Sec. 4. His terra of office shall be for six years 
from the time of his election and until his sue- 
cessor shall have been in like manner elected by 
the said board of revenue and road commission¬ 
ers of Mobile county. 

Sec. 5. That whenever for any reason said 
stenographer is unable to attend his duties in pro” tempore^ 
said court, he shall provide a suitable person to 
serve during bis absenee. Provided, however, 
that the said stenographer shall not be authoriz¬ 
ed to absent himself from the said court merely 
for the purpose of doing other stenographic, 
work, or attending to any ordinary business mat¬ 
ters. 

Sec. 6. He shall take full stenographic notes Duties, etc. 
of the oral evidence and proceedings, except ar¬ 
guments of counsel, in each case tried therein, 
together with the charge of the court to the jury. 

He shall carefully note the order in which the 
evidence, both oral and written, is introduced 
and by whom it is introduced, together with all 
objections of counsel made during the trial, and 
the order in which the same occur, together with 
the rulings of the court thereon, and the excep¬ 
tions taken thereto. In all cases in which an ap¬ 
peal will be taken, said stenographer is required 
to furnish, upon the application of either party 
to the cause, and within thirty days thereafter, 
a complete transcript of the stenographic notes 
taken upon the trial of the cause, such transcript 
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be certified and filed in the office of the clerk of 
said court. Should a bill of exceptions be ten¬ 
dered to the judge presiding in a cause, in which 
no certified transcript of the stenographic notes 
have been filed, and the judge refuse to sign the 
same, the party presenting the bill of exceptions 
may then demand and cause to be made and filed 
in the cause a full and complete certified trans- 
Fees for cript of the stenographic notes as above provid- 
transcript. <*!• Said stenographer shall receive for the 
transcript provided for in this section fifteen 
cents per hundred words to be paid by the party 
applying for same.

To establish the Monroe county law and equity 
court; to define its jurisdiction and powers; 
to provide its officers, their powers, duties 
and compensation; to fix the terms of said 
court; to prescribe rules and procedure 
for said court, and to provide for the trans¬ 
fer of certain causes now pending in the 
chancery court for Monroe county to the 
docket of the Monroe county law and equity 
court, and to abolish the said chancery 
court as now constituted for Monroe coun¬ 
ty, and to provide for the transfer of cer¬ 
tain cases from the docket of the circuit 
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court of Monroe county to the docket of the 
Monroe county law and equity court and 
for their re-transfer from said court to the 
circuit court in certain cases. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
A labama, That there be, and hereby is, establish- Court estab 
ed in and for the county of Monroe a court ofiished. 
law and equity, which shall be called the Mon¬ 
roe law and equity court, and which court shall 
have and exercise the jurisdiction, authority, 
functions and powers which are now, or may Jurisdiction, 
hereafter be, conferred upon the several circuit etc * 
and chancery courts of the State. In exercising 
the jurisdiction and powers of courts of law, 
said Monroe county law and equity court shall 
conform to the rules of procedure and practice 
in the circuit courts of the State, and when ex¬ 
ercising the powers and jurisdiction of courts 
of equity, it shall conform to the rules of pro¬ 
cedure and practice in the chancery courts of 
the State, except when such rules, practice and 
procedure are changed by this act; provided, 
that the presiding judge shall have the power 
to make and adopt such rules of practice not in¬ 
consistent with the general rules of practice, 
both on the law side and equity side of said 
court, as may be required for the orderly admin¬ 
istration of justice, and he may amend the same 
as may be expedient; such rules shall be entered 
upon the minutes of said court and the same may 
be changed or amended by the supreme court of 
the State. 

Sec. 2. That the judge for said law and equity 
court shall be appointed by the governor of the Ju ?s e; a P“ 
State within twenty days after the approval of ^ utmeilt of ’ 
this act, whose terms of office shall begin imme¬ 
diately upon his appointment and qualification, 
and shall continue until the general election to 
be held in the year 1912, when his successor shall 
be election by the qualified electors of Monroe 
county voting at said election, and every six

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years thereafter a judge of said court shall be 
elected by said qualified electors, whose terms of 
office shall be six years from the date of his elec¬ 
tion and until his successor is elected and quali¬ 
fied. The judge of said court before entering up¬ 
on the duties of his office shall take the oath of 
office required by law to be taken by the judges 
of the circuit courts of Alabama. The judge of 
said court shall be a qualified elector of Monroe 
county, and shall be learned in the law, and shall 
not be less than twenty-five or over seventy-five 
years of age. 

Sec. 3. That the judge of the said Monroe law 
and equity court shall have and exercise all the 
authority, powers and functions an d jurisdic¬ 
tion which are, or may hereafter be, exercised 
by the judges of the circuit courts and chancel¬ 
lors of the State. Vacancies in the office of judge 
shall be filled by the governor, and the person so 
appointed shali hold his office as provided by 
the constitution. Said judge may be removed 
from office for the causes and in the manner now 
provided by law for the removal of circuit 
judges and chancellors of this State, and circuit 
judges and chancellors of this State may hold 
the said Monroe county law and equity court, 
when it is deemed proper so to do, and shall do 
so when directed as authorized by law. 

Sec. 4. That the clerk of the circuit court of 
Monroe county shall be exofficio clerk and reg¬ 
ister of the Monroe county law and equity court, 
and shall on the law side of said court have the 
powers and discharge the duties which now de¬ 
volves upon clerks of circuit courts, and shall be 
subject to the same pains and penalties with re¬ 
gard to the duties of the office, and shall be en¬ 
titled to the same fees as are now or may here¬ 
after be. allowed the clerks of the circuit courts 
of Alabama, and the same shall be collected as 
such fees are collected in the circuit courts. And 
likewise when said clerk is acting as ex-officio 
clerk and register of the Mpnroe county law and 
equity court, he shall have the same powers, suf- 
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fer the same pains and penalties, and be entitled 
to the same fees with the power for the collec¬ 
tion thereof, as are now, or may hereafter be, 
conferred upon registers in chancery courts of 
the State. 

Sec. 5. That the judge of said Monroe county 
law and equity court shall receive as a salary the Sa]ary 0 f 
sum of twenty-five hundred dollars per annum, judge, 
payable in installments out of the State treasruy 
in installments as judges of the circuit courts are 
now paid. That there shall be taxed as a trial 
fee the sum of five dollars in all cases tried in Fee taxed as 
said court, whether civil, criminal, or equity, tnal fee ‘ 
said trial fee to be taxed and collected as a part 
of the costs. And said trial fee shall be taxed, 
not only in cases where there is a conviction for 
a criminal offense, but also in each case where 
the prosecutor is taxed with the costs, because 
of frivolous or malicious prosecution. Said trial 
fee in all cases shall be paid by the clerk and 
register into the county treasury to the credit of 
the general fund. 

Sec. 6. That the county solicitor of Monroe 
county shall be the prosecuting officer before the Duty, etc. 
court herein established, and "shall perform like ° i f ci t a ^ nty RO 
services and have like authority in respect to 1 1 
said court as now performed by, and conferred 
upon, circuit solicitors in and about the circuit 
courts of the State. Said solicitors shall be sub¬ 
ject to the penalties in respect thereto, as by law 
are imposed upon circuit solicitors; and said 
solicitor shall receive for his services in said 
court, the sum of six hundred dollars per an¬ 
num. payable monthly, which said sum of six 
hundred dollars shall be in addition to the sum 
allowed him for his services in the county court; 
said amount to be earned and collected by him 
as now provided by law in such cases in the 
county court of Monroe county. Provided that, 
if the sum of fifty dollars per month hereby al¬ 
lowed the. solicitor in this court is not earned by 
him in said court during any one month, then 
the balance of said amount due and owing shall 
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be retained by him in like manner as soon as 
earned and collected during the next succeeding 
month or months; provided that the said solici¬ 
tor shall be entitled to the same fees as are, or 
may hereafter be, fixed by the general law for 
solicitors, which must be taxed and collected in 
the manner now provided; that if said fees so 
earned by said solicitor in the Monroe county 
law and equity court do not equal the sum of six 
hundred dollars, then the said solicitor shall on¬ 
ly receive the amount earned by him for his serv¬ 
ices in said court. Provided that if the solici¬ 
tor’s fees earned and collected in the county 
court do not equal the sum now allowed, the so¬ 
licitor of that court for his services therein, and 
the solicitor’s fees earned and collected in the 
Monroe county law and equity court exceed the 
sum of six hundred dollars, then in that event, 
the surplus earned in the law and equity court 
shall be appropriated to make up any deficit on 
the salary allowed in the county court, but no 
salary or fee shall be paid said solicitor unless 
the same has been earned and collected as here¬ 
in provided. All solicitor’s fees earned and col¬ 
lected in said court over and above the sum here¬ 
in allowed the solicitor as his compensation shall 
be paid into the county treasury to the credit of 
the general fund of the county. 

Sec. 7. That the said Monroe county law and 
equity court shall be held at the court house of 
Monroe county; that the said court shall have 
two regular terms each year, the first beginning 
the first Monday in .January in each year, and 
continuing until the last day of June following, 
and the second beginning the second Monday in 
August and continuing until the last day of De¬ 
cember of each year. During the regular terms 
of said court, the judge thereof may take such 
recesses and adjournments from time to time as 
to him may seem proper. Provided, that if the 
judge of said court shall fail to atte.nd at the 
beginning of any term of said court, or the term 
of said court shall not begin for any cause, then 
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the court shall stand adjourned from day to day 
until the judge shall attend; that the first term 
of said court shall begin as soon as a judge is 
appointed and qualified. In case of sickness or 
disqualification of said judge, the law applicable 
to appointment or service of special judges in 
the circuit courts shall apply. The judge of 
this court shall be subject to the same penalties 
for failure to attend upon the sessions of his 
court as judges and chancellors of the State. 
That the judge of said court shall keep an office 
at the court house of Monroe county, and it shall 
be the duty of the court of county commissioners 
of Monroe county to furnish him with a suitable 
office, and to supply the same with the necessary 
furnishings, stationery, etc. 

Sec. 8. That there shall be two jury terms in 
said court each year, one to commence on the ^ ry 
third Monday in January, and the other on the 
second Monday in August, and the said jury 
terms may continue two weeks or until the busi¬ 
ness of the court shall be disposed of. That said 
court shall have no regular fixed time for con¬ 
vening its grand juries, but the judge of said 
court shall have the authority to convene a 
grand jury whenever, in his judgment, the con¬ 
dition of the county makes the convening of a 
grand jury advisable, and the grand and petit 
juries for Monroe county law and equity court 
shall be drawn as now, or may hereafter be, pro¬ 
vided by the general laws for drawing juries in 
the circuit courts of the State; that if not drawn 
prior thereto, said juries shall be drawn at least 
twenty days before the first day on which they 
are to serve, when said juries are to serve the 
first week of the regular terms; and they shall 
be summoned as is, or may hereafter be, provid¬ 
ed by law for summoning and empaneling juries 
in the circuit court; and said court shall ha^e 
the same power and authority to order special 
venires and to summon, swear and empanel, 
tales jurors as the circuit courts of the Stale; 
provided that the juries for the trial of capital 
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cases shall be drawn, summoned and empaneled 
as now, or may hereafter be, provided by law for 
such juries in the circuit courts of the State; 
provided that whenever the presiding judge 
shall exercise the discretion herein given him 
to summon grand juries, they may, when so or¬ 
ganized, continue in session until the business 
before them is disposed of. The proceedings in 
reference to challenges of jurors in said court, 
shall be the same as now or hereafter may be, 
provided by law for juries in the circuit courts 
of the State and all proceedings in reference to 
said juries shall be the same as in the circuit 
courts. The judge of said court may order spe¬ 
cial jury terms of said court whenever, in his 
opinion, it is deemed necessary; and he may also 
organize special grand juries whenever condi¬ 
tions arise such as would warrant a special 
grand jury in the circuit courts. 

Sec. 9. Prosecutions for criminal offenses in 
said court shall be the same as in the circuit 
i n courts of the State, and shall be confined to 
cases arising under indictment and by appeal 
from the county court of Monroe county, or from 
justices of the peace in Monroe county; provid¬ 
ed that all appeals from said county court and 
from the courts of the justices of the peace shall 
be direct to said Monroe county law and equity 
court, and not to the circuit court of the county; 
provided also that when prosecutions are begun 
in said county and justice courts, and jury trials 
are demanded hv defendants, their cases shall be 
referred to the Monroe county law and equity 
court for trial. 

Sec. 10. That all cases, criminal or civil, pend¬ 
ing on the docketof the circuit court of Monroe 
county at the expiration of the term thereof next 
after the approval of this act, shall be by the 
clerk of said court transferred to the docket of 
the Monroe county law and equity court for trial 
at its next term thereafter, at which term such 
cases may be tried.

which are to be tried by the jury; that the said 
judge is authorized at any time during the terms 
of the court to hear arguments and make rulings 
upon the pleadings and questions of law arising 
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in the trial of various cases coming before the 
court, but no arguments shall be made, or briefs 
submitted, upon questions of pleading at any 
time other than the regular week or weeks for 
settling pleadings, except upon ten days notice 
to the adverse party. That the times selected 
and fixed by the judge, as required by this sec¬ 
tion, shall be entered of record upon the minutes 
of said court, and such times of holding the 
court shall be subject to change by the trial 
judge at any time and in any manner he may 
deem advisable, such change or amendment to 
be entered upon the minutes of the court.

issues formed shall stand for trial at the term of 
said court immediately following the settling of 
the pleadings and the forming of the issue or 
issues therein; and it is hereby made compulsory 
and mandatory upon the judge of this court, at 
the terms thereof provided for the settling of 
pleadings and the forming of issues as herein¬ 
before provided for, to settle pleadings and form 
the issues in all civil cases in which trial by jury 
is demanded.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
Alabama, That the court of county commission¬ 
ers of Talladega county shall, at the expiration 
of the term of office of the present superintend¬ 
ent of public roads of said county, and every two 
years thereafter, elect his successor, whose term 
of office shall begin with the date of his qualifi¬ 
cation, and to continue for tv*o years, unless he 
shall he sooner removed by said board for drunk¬ 
enness, neglect of duty or in competency, or un¬ 
less such court shall as herein authorized, here¬ 
after employ a skilled civil engineer to assume 
control over the public roads of said county. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That before en¬

To establish a board of revenue for Shelby 
county, and to abolish the court of county 
commissioners thereof. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. That there is hereby created and establish¬ 
ed “The Board of Revenue of Shelby County” to 
be composed of four members and a president, 
who shall be qualified citizens of said county. 

2. The president and members of this board 
of revenue shall be appointed by the governor, 
for the terms hereinafter provided and in case of 
a vacancy in the office of a member of the board, 
it shall be filled by appointment by the gover¬ 
nor, for the unexpired term. 

3. Within fifteen days after the approval of 
this act the president and two members of the 
board shall be appointed for a term of four 
years from the date of their appointment and 
till their successors are appointed and qualified, 
and in like manner their successors shall be ap¬ 
pointed every four years thereafter for a term 
of four years, and two members of the board 
shall be appointed for a term of two years from 
the date of their appointment and till their suc¬ 
cessors are appointed and qualified, and in like 
manner their successors shall be appointed ev¬ 
ery four years thereafter for a term of four 
years.

To establish an Inferior court for precinct num¬ 
ber one of Walker count} 7 , Alabama, in lieu 
of all the courts of justices of the peace and 
notaries public and ex-officio justices of the 
peace exercising the same jurisdiction as 
justice of the peace, in said precinct num¬ 
ber one, to be known as the city court of 
Jasper, and to define the jurisdiction and 
powers of said court and the judge thereof, 
and provide for the election of the judge 
and his term of office. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature 
of Alabama, That there is hereby established in 
and for precinct one of Walker county, Alaba¬ 
ma, an inferior court in lieu of the courts of all 
the justices of the peace, and notaries public and 
ex-officio justices of the peace, exercising the 
same jurisdiction as justices of the peace in 
said precinct number one in said county, which 
court shall be called the city court of Jasper.

556, save and except the exact part of Twenty- 
third Avenue; Twenty-fourth Avenue and said 
200-foot street that is covered by the following de¬ 
scribed strip of land, to-wit: A strip of land 
forty (40) feet wide commencing at that perpen¬ 
dicular to the northeast property line of the 
Sheffield and Birmingham Coal, Iron and Rail¬ 
way Company property as shown on the Trev- 
eres’ map of Sheffield, that intersects the south¬ 
west corner of block 578A; thence northwesterly 
between parallel lines forty feet apart (the prop¬ 
erty line of the said Sheffield and Birmingham 
Coal, Iron and Railway Company as shown on 
said map, being the southwest boundary line of 
said strip) to the head of a ravine near the Ten¬ 
nessee river which runs in a general northerly 
and southerly direction across block 611; thence 
along said ravine (the center of the ravine being 
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always the center of the street) to the Tennessee 
river at low water mark.’ And that portion of 
that unnamed street lying between blocks 550A 
and 550B, and between blocks 522A and 522B 
from Twentieth Avenue to Twenty-second Ave¬ 
nue. And that portion of Eighth Street from 
Twentieth Avenue to Twenty-second Avenue. 
And that portion of that unnamed street lying 
between blocks 551A and 551B and between 
blocks 523A and 523B and between portions of 
blocks 498A and 498B from a line 160 feet south¬ 
east of the southeast side of Twentieth Avenue 
to Twenty-second Avenue. And that portion of 
Ninth Street from Nineteenth Avenue to Twen¬ 
ty-second Avenue. And that portion of that un¬ 
named street lying between blocks 499A and 
499B. And that portion of Tenth Street from 
Nineteenth Avenue to the original Lady Ensley 
Furnace site. And that portion of Twentieth 
Avenue from Eighth Street to that unnamed 
street lying between blocks 525A and 525B and 
between blocks 500A and 500B. And that por¬ 
tion of Twenty-first Avenue from Seventh Street 
to the original Lady Ensley Furnace site. Also, 
a plat of ground 60 feet by 256 feet (being made 
up of a 10-foot strip of the south side of “A” or 
First Street, and a 50-foot strip off of the north 
side of Railroad Avenue), described as follows: 
Beginning at a point on west boundary line of 
Montgomery Avenue 50 feet south of the south¬ 
east quarter of block 79; thence running west 
parallel to south line of block 79, a distance of 
256 feet; thence running south, at right angles, 
60 feet; thence running east at right angles, 256 
feet; thence running north at right angles 60 
feet to the point of beginning.

To authorize the board of revenue of Montgom¬ 
ery county to retain and employ an attorney 
at law; to fix the services which said attor¬ 
ney at law may be required to render, and 
to fix his compensation therefor. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
Alabama , That the board of revenue of Montgom- Employment of 
erv county, Alabama, be and is hereby authoriz- attorney, 
ed to retain and employ an attorney at law for 
a term of four years from the first day of March, 

1911, and each four years thereafter and until 
his sucessor is retained and employed as herein 
authorized. That said attorney at law so retain- Removal, 
ed and employed shall be removable at any time 
for cause by a two-thirds vote of all the members 
of said board. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be the duty of said at¬

Be it further enacted by the Legisla¬ 
ture of Alabama, That the said county of Wash¬ 
ington is hereby added to and made a part of the 
first judicial circuit of the State of Alabama. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted by the Legisla¬ 
ture of Alabama, That the two terms of the cir¬ 
cuit court shall be held in and for said county 
of Washington in each year, at the county site 
thereof, the spring term shall commence on the 
third Monday in February and the fall term shall 
commence on the third Monday in October, and 
each term may continue two weeks. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted by the Legisla¬ 
ture of Alabama, That all laws and parts of laws 
in conflict with this act be and the same hereby 
are repealed.

No. 199.) AN ACT (H. 674 

To establish a State school for teaching agricul¬ 
ture and domestic economy at Lineville, 

Alabama; to provide for the management 
and control thereof, and to make appropria¬ 
tion to support said school. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama, 
as follows: 

Section 1. That there is hereby established 
at Lineville, Clay county, Alabama, a school for estab ' 
teaching agriculture and domestic economy to 
be known as the “North East Alabama Agricul¬ 
tural and Industrial Institute.” 

Sec. 2. The said school shall he under the su- Board of 
pervision and direction of a hoard of control to control, 
he composed of the following members: The 
State superintendent of education, the commis- Members> etC| 
sioner of agriculture and industries, the governor of. 
and two men who shall he residents of the con¬ 
gressional district wherein said school is located. 

Said two members shall be appointed by the gov¬ 
ernor, and shall hold office for four years and 
until their sucessors are appointed and qualified. 

The members of said board of control shall not 
receive any compensation other than traveling 
expenses actually incurred in attending meetings 
of said hoard. Said hoard shall elect a treasur¬ 
er for such school, prescribe his compensation, 
fix his bond, and provide for the approval thereof. 

Sec. 3. The said hoard of control shall elect Xreasurer 0f _ 
all necessary officers, teachers and other employ- fleers, Teach- 
ees, fix their compensation, time of office and ’by board* 
prescribe their duties; they shall make all nec¬ 
essary rules and regulations for the- government 
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and control of said school. The said board of 
control shall prescribe the course of study for 
said school, but instruction shall be given in the 
elements of agriculture, including instruction 
concerning the soil, plant life and animal life of 
the farm. The course of study shall also include 
the teaching of manual training, domestic econ¬ 
omy and a system of keeping farm acounts and 
such other kindred subjects as may be prescribed. 

Sec. 4. The said board of control may provide 
for the collection of a matriculation fee from 
each pupil entering said school, which shall not 
exceed the amount fixed as a matriculation fee 
for county high schools. Said board shall make 
all necessary provisions for drawing the funds 
appropriated for the support of said school and 
for disbursing the same. 

Sec. 5. For the support of said school there 
is hereby made an annual and continuing appro¬ 
priation of three thousand dollars, out of any 
money in the treasury not otherwise appropriat¬ 
ed and shall be payable quarterly beginning on 
the first day of October, 1911, and shall be used 
for no other purpose except for the payment of 
the salaries of teachers in said school. Said ap¬ 
propriation shall be drawn on the certificate of 
the superintendent of education to the State au¬ 
ditor to draw his warrant in favor of the treas¬ 
urer of said school, approved by the governor. 

Sec. 6. The said school shall be open to stu¬ 
dents of the white race, over the age of seven 
years residing in Alabama, provided that when 
students of advanced age attend such school in 
sufficient number special classes shall be organ¬ 
ized for them, and continued for such time as 
may be necessary. 

Sec.7. This act shall not go into effect until 
a suitable brick building situated on a tract of 
land of not less than ten acres in area has been 
provided for said school and the same has been 
conveyed by deed without cost or expense to the 
State of Alabama. Said building and land shall 
be of not less than twenty thousand dollars in 
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value, which valuation shall be determined by 
the superintendent of education and his certifi¬ 
cate as to such valuation shall acompany the 
deed to the State.

To increase the salary of the Solicitor of Mont¬ 
gomery county from $3,000.00 to $4,200.00 
annually.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
Fees of wit ^ labama, That from and after the passage of 
nesses.

No. 198.) AN ACT (H. 439. 

To create the office of county solicitor for But¬ 
ler county, provide for the election of such 
solicitor bv the qualified electors of said 
county, and to prescribe his qualifications 
and duties and fix his compensation. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
A labama, That the office of county solicitor for office cre- 
Butler county is hereby created. Such solicitor ated. 
shall be learned in the law, and shall, at the time 
of his election, be a qualified elector and a resi- tl ^ s * ca 
dent citizen of said county of Butler, and shall 
remain so during his continuance in office. 

Sec. 2. That at the general election held in 
the said county of Butler on the first Tuesday Ejection, 
after the first Monday in November, 1912, and term of office, 
every fourth year thereafter, the qualified elec- etc - 
tors of Butler county shall elect said county so¬ 
licitor, whose term of office shall be four years, 
the same beginning on the first Monday after the 
second Tuesday in January, 1913, after his elec¬ 
tion, and he shall hold such office until his suc¬ 
cessor is elected and qualified. Vacancies in the 
office of such county solicitor shall be filled by Vacancy, 
appointment of the governor, the appointee to 
hold office for the unexpired term and until his 
successor is elected and qualified. 

Sec. 3. That it shall be the duty of the county 
solicitor of said county to represent the State in u es- 
all cases coming before the county court of said 
county, to represent the State in all preliminary 
proceedings in felony cases, and in all habeas 
corpus cases where the petitioner is charged with 
the commission of any felony, provided such pre- 
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liminary and habeas corpus proceedings are 
held at the county site. And said county solici¬ 
tor shall also perform and discharge the duties 
now required of deputy solicitors under the gen¬ 
eral laws of the State, and shall be subject to 
the same liabilities and penalties in respect 
thereto as are now, or may hereafter, be imposed 
by law upon such solicitor. Said county solici¬ 
tor shall not defend any criminal case in any 
court in said county during his term as such so¬ 
licitor; and if he has a law partner, such partner 
is hereby prohibited 'from defending criminal 
cases in said county. 

Sec. 4. That in each conviction in said county 
court there shall be taxed against the defendants 
the same fees as are taxed by law in similar 
cases for solicitor fees in the criminal cases in 
the circuit courts of the State and said fees, 
when collected, shall be paid to the county treas¬ 
urer of said county, who shall make a record of 
the same and shall keep such fees separate and 
apart from all other funds belonging to said 
county, and shall not pay out the same other 
than is hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 5. That such solicitor shall receive as 
compensation for his services twelve hundred 
dollars per annum, to be paid to him in monthly 
installments by the county treasurer of said 
county out of the fees taxed against defendants 
as provided for in the last preceding section of 
this act, provided that the fees so taxed and 
paid to the county treasurer of said county dur¬ 
ing the year shall amount to twelve hundred dol¬ 
lars ; but if they do not, then and in that event 
said solicitor shall only receive the fees that have 
been so taxed and paid to the county treasurer 
of said county. If, at the end of the year, the 
fees so taxed and paid into the county treasury 
of said county shall exceed twelve hundred dol¬ 
lars, the excess shall be transferred to and be¬ 
come a part of the general funds of said county, 
and shall be paid out in the same manner as

Sec. 6. That in the event the county solicitor 
is temporarily absent or disqualified for any pro 

cause, the judge of the county court of said coun¬ 
ty shall appoint a solicitor pro tempore, who 
shall have and exercise all powers of the county 
solicitor, and shall receive as compensation the 
sum of ten dollars per day while so acting, which 
shall be paid out of the fund out of which the 
solicitor is paid.

No. 200.) AN ACT (H. 523. 

To create a highway commission for Houston 
county, Alabama, and to define the powers 
and duties of said commission, and to pro¬ 
vide for the appointment of the members of 
said commission and to aid the commission 
in obtaining revenue to carry out its work. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
Alabama, That a. highway commission is hereby Commission 
created and established for Houston county, Ala- created, 
bama; that said commission shall be composed of 
G. H. Malone, chairman, Jasper E. Barnes, treas¬ 
urer; and James R. Faircloth, Secretary, H. E. Members, etc. 
Wilson and L. W. Armstrong who shall hold of¬ 
fice for a period of four years from the approval 
of this act and until their successors are elected 
and qualified; that the members of said commis¬ 
sion shall be freeholders and householders of 
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said county at the time of their appointment and 
during their term of office. The treasurer of 
said commission is hereby required to give a 
bond in the sum of five thousand dollars payable 
to Houston county, conditioned for the faithful 
performance of his duties so long as he is treas¬ 
urer of said commission. 

Sec. 2. That the compensation of the members 
of said commission shall be four dollars for each 
day they are actually engaged in the duties of 
their office; and in addition thereto, their actual 
expenses necessarily incurred in the discharge 
of their duties; but the members of said commis¬ 
sion shall not charge or collect for more than 
seventy-five days in any one year; the members 
of said commission shall be paid' by the treasurer 
of said commission out of funds coming into its 
hands; they shall be paid upon warrants drawn 
by the chairman of said commission and counter¬ 
signed by its secretary and approved by its treas¬ 
urer; said warrants for such compensation shall 
be issued upon itemized accounts as sworn to 
by the member claiming the same and shall spe¬ 
cify whether it is for per diem compensation or 
actual expenses incurred in the discharge of the 
duties of said commissioners; and in case it is 
both then the amount of per diem compensation 
and the amount of expenses shall be stated sepa¬ 
rately. 

Sec. 3. The said commission shall have charge 
of all roads and highways in the county of Hous¬ 
ton, except the streets of incorporated cities and 
towns, and shall be charged with the duty of 
making, building, improving and repairing pub¬ 
lic roads and bridges in Houston county, and 
in establishing and opening any new public road 
which may be established by law. The said com¬ 
mission in the name of and for the county of 
Houston shall make any and all contracts and 
shall have and is hereby given the exclusive pow¬ 
er and authority to make any and all contracts 
to make, build, grade, work and improve, open 
and repair any and all public roads and bridges 
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in Houston county; and contracts to do or per¬ 
form any work or labor upon the public roads or 
bridges of Houston county shall be awarded to 
and given to the lowest responsible bidder there¬ 
for; but in cases of contracts for making, grad¬ 
ing, building, working and improving, opening 
and repairing any or all public roads or bridges 
or portions thereof in Houston county, the said 
commission shall require of the contractor a 
bond payable to the county of Houston, with 
good and sufficient sureties in an amount of not 
less than the contracted price, conditioned to 
faithfully perform and carry out the contracts. 
No contract for making, building, grading, work¬ 
ing, and improving, opening and repairing pub¬ 
lic roads and bridges in Houston county shall be 
binding upon the county of Houston and sub¬ 
jected to payment out of any funds belonging to 
the county of Houston unless it shall contain 
stipulations stating in detail the making, build¬ 
ing, grading, working and improving, opening 
and repairing, the method of graveling, cherting, 
macadamizing, claying, making hard or other 
necessary matters or items the time within which 
the work is to be completed and such other stipu¬ 
lations as the commission may see fit to insert. 
The said commission shall also stipulate for the 
retention of at least twenty per centum of the 
contracted price until the work is completed and 
accepted by the commission; and no contract for 
making, building, grading, working and improv¬ 
ing, opening, and repairing public roads and 
bridges in Houston county shall be binding on 
the county of Houston or payable out of any of 
its revenue until the work contracted for is ac¬ 
cepted by the commission as being completed in 
accordance with the contract for same; and all 
contracts for making, building, grading, working 
and improving, opening and repairing public 
roads and bridges in Houston county shall be 
made with reference to and embracing section 
three of this act. 
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Sec. 4. The said highway commission may 
work for and in the name of the county of Hous¬ 
ton all county convicts on any or all of the pub¬ 
lic roads and bridges in Houston county, or may 
hire out to the contractors who- may contract to 
make, build, grade, work and improve, open and 
repair any or all of the public roads or bridges 
of said county, county convicts; but the county 
commissioners of said county shall approve all 
contracts and bonds to be made and given for the 
hire of convicts to work on said roads and 
bridges. 

Sec. 5. The said highway commission shall di¬ 
vide, and are hereby authorized and empowered 
to divide the public roads of the county into four 
good roads districts in accordance with the four 
several county commissioners districts in the 
said county of Houston, that is to say, that all 
the public roads in beats one, two and four shall 
compose and be embraced in good roads districts 
number one, and all public roads in beats three, 
eight and nine in Houston county shall compose 
and be embraced in good roads district number 
2; and all* public roads in beats five, six, seven 
and ten in Houston county shall compose and be 
embraced in good roads district number 3; and 
all public roads in beats eleven, twelve, thirteen

No. 275.) AN ACT (S. 375. 


To provide for the more efficient working of the 
public roads and construction and repair of 
bridges in Fayette county; to create a road 
commission in said county and define its 
powers and duties; to provide for a road su¬ 
pervisor, fix his compensation and define his 
duties and to authorize the employment of 
a highway engineer; to provide for the ap¬ 
pointment of road foremen in the several pre¬ 
cincts in the county; fix their compensation 
and define their duties and powers; to au¬ 
thorize the purchase of necessary tools, 
teams, road machines and other implements; 
to provide for a commutation fee in lieu of 
working the roads; to prevent the obstruc¬ 
tion and damage to the public roads and 
bridges and to prescribe rules, regulations 
and penalties in order to carry into effect 
the purposes of this act.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
Alabama, That there is hereby created a road 
commission for Fayette county, Alabama, which 
shall be composed of a road supervisor to be ap¬ 
pointed by the governor within six months after 
the approval of this act w 7 ho shall be chairman 
of said commission; the judge of probate for said 
county who shall be the clerk of said commission 
and one member of the court of county commis¬ 
sioners to be designated by the governor within 
six months after the approval of this act who 
shall hold such position during his term of of¬ 
fice and when a vacancy occurs by reason of 
death, resignation or removal the governor shall 
designate his successor.

dates all money expended and for what purpose 
and the name, date and the number of hours 
worked per day of all road hands on the public 
roads; they shall report to the road commission 
at such times as they may be directed the condi¬ 
tion of the roads in their precincts and the names 
of all defaulters. They shall apportion those 
hands who have not paid a commutation fee with¬ 
in thirty days after the same is delinquent hut 
no hand shall be required to work longer than 
ten days and not further than six miles from 
his home except in opening new roads. In case 
of sickness they may excuse defaulters when 
warned to work the roads and may require the 
full ten days at some subsequent date or com¬ 
mute the days not worked out at the rate of sev¬ 
enty-five cents per day for any hand who was de¬ 
linquent in paying the commutation fee. The 
foreman of each precinct shall call out road 
hands subject to road duty in their precinct to 
construct bridges, causeways or culverts, unless

To provide for the more efficient working of the 
public roads in Wilcox county; to provide 
revenues for the same; to define the powers 
and duties of the county commissioners , 
with reference to same; to provide for the 
appointment of overseers and sub-overseers, 
and a civil engineer, defining their duties, 
and prescribe rules, regulations and penal¬ 
ties in order to carry into effect the pur¬ 
poses of this act. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
Alabama, That, in order to have good roads in gpecIal 
Wilcox county, the court of county commission- levy. 
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ers of Wilcox county, each year shall levy a spe¬ 
cial tax of one and one-half mills or fifteen cents 
on each one hundred dollars upon the taxable 
property of Wilcox county, which shall be a part 
of the amount authorized by the Constitution to 
be levied for county purposes and to be assessed, 
levied, and collected, and when paid into the 
county treasury, it shall be kept separate from 
other funds, and used only for the purpose of 
this act. 

Sec. 2. The court of county commissioners of 
. Wilcox county shall have the power at any time 
from the passage of this act (1) to require per¬ 
sons operating saw mills in the county when the 
logs or lumber or any portion thereof is hauled 
over the public roads of the county or specific 
portion thereof to first secure a license from the 
probate judge and to prescribe a price to be paid 
for same; (2) to require persons hauling logs, 
lumber, or other timber or cross-ties of what¬ 
ever description over the public roads of said 
county, or any specified part thereof, to secure 
a license from the judge of probate and to pre¬ 
scribe a price to be paid for such license on 
each wagon or dray so engaged. All money col¬ 
lected under this and the preceding section shall 
go into the special fund for the county. The 
probate judge is entitled to 25 cents for issuing 
each license to be paid by the party applying

To establish an inferior civil court in lieu of 
justices of the peace for all precincts lying 
within or partly within the city of Mobile. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
Alabama, That an inferior court of civil juris¬ 
diction is hereby established, which shall be call¬ 
ed the Inferior Civil Court of Mobile, and shall be 
in lieu of all justices of the peace for all pre¬ 
cincts lying within or partly within the city of 
Mobile. 

Sec. 2. The said court, for the maintenance 
and exercise of its jurisdiction as conferred by 
this act shall have all the general powers conferr¬ 
ed bv law on justices of the peace. The judge of 
the inferior criminal court of Mobile county 
shall act as the ex-officio judge of said inferior 
civil court; the clerk of the inferior criminal 
court of Mobile county shall act as the ex-officio 
clerk of the said inferior civil court, and the sher¬ 
iff, coroner or special coroner shall perform the 
same duties in relation to the inferior civil court 
of Mobile county as now devolve on them by law, 
in relation to the circuit court of Mobile county. 

Sec. 3. The said inferior civil court shall have 
and exercise in the city of Mobile such jurisdic¬ 
tion in civil cases at law, and all such powers of 
a civil nature, as are now had and exercised by 
justices of the peace in the State of Alabama.

To provide for the further protection of fish and 
to prevent the taking or catching of fish ex¬ 
cept with hook and line or with spear, cast 
net or gig in any lake, river, creek, stream, 
lagoon or bayou in Baldwin county, Ala¬ 
bama, except that portion of said county 
which lies south of the northern boundary 
line of township 8; south and west of the 
western boundary line of range 4 east, and 
Weeks Bay and that portion of streams 
emptying into Weeks Bay one mile from the 
mouth thereof, and except Bon Secour Bay 
and the streams emptying into Bon Secour 
Bay two miles from the mouth thereof, and 
except Bon Secour river below Childress’ 
store; and to provide penalties for the viola¬ 
tion of this act.

That the tax collector shall receive for 
his services rendered under the provisions ofcompensa- 
this act the following compensation: for com- tlon * 
piling a record of all persons who have paid their 
poll taxes as herein required for the years 1901 
to 1909, he shall receive the sum of $500.00, and 
for compiling said record for the year 1910 he 
shall receive the sum of $500.00, and thereafter 
he shall receive the sum of $500.00 per annum.

To amend an act entitled “An act to provide for 
the more efficient working of the public 
roads in Mobile county, and certain streets 
and public thoroughfares in the city of Mo¬ 
bile; provide for the control, working, build¬ 
ing, maintenance and improvement of the 
same by the board of revenue and road com¬ 
missioners of Mobile county; to prescribe 
the duties and fix the authority of said 
board; provide for the levy and collection 
of a road tax, and the method of disbursing 
moneys necessary to carry out the provis¬ 
ions of this act, and provide penalties for 
violations of its provisions,” approved Au¬

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
Alabama, That section five of the act entitled 
“An act to provide for the more efficient working 
of the public roads in Mobile county, and certain 
streets and public thoroughfares in the city of 
Mobile; provide for the control, working, 
building, maintenance and improvement of 
the same by the board of revenue and 
road commissioners of Mobile county; to 
prescribe the duties and fix the authority 
of said board; provide for the levy and 
collection of a road tax; and the method of dis¬ 
bursing moneys necessary to carry out the pro¬ 
visions of this act, and provide penalties for vio¬ 
lations of its provisions,” approved August 2, 
1907, be amended so as to read as follows: Sec¬ 
tion 5. At its meeting in January of each year, 
said board shall appoint a person in election 
precinct in the county, whose duty it shall be to 
make a sworn impartial enumeration of the per¬ 
sons in the precincts subject to road duty. All 
resident male persons in each precinct shall be 
subject to road duty under the general law, ten 
days in each year, except those who are exempt 
under the general law; provided, any person 
enumerated as subject to road duty shall be ex¬ 
empt, if he pay the road tax hereinafter levied 
for each current road year. The person herein 
mentioned shall be styled “precinct road enum¬ 
erator,” and his sworn enumeration shall be filed 
with said board. Said enumerator for the per¬ 
formance of the services required shall be ex¬ 
empt from road duty and road tax, for the cur¬ 
rent year; provided that if such road enumera¬ 
tor fail to furnish such sworn statement within 
thirty days of his appointment or shall 
through partiality or other cause, fail to list any 
person subject to road duty, he shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and forfeits his exemption 
from road duty. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted by the legisla¬ 
ture of Alabama, That section 6 of the aforesaid

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to read as follows: Section 6. If any person commutation 
liable to road duty in said county shall pay to 
any person appointed by the board to receive the 
same, between the first day of January and the 
last day of March of the road year in which he 
is so liable, the sum of two dallars; or after the 
last day of March of said year and before being 
notified to work the road, the sum of two dollars 
and the further sum of twenty-five cents as a de¬ 
linquent fee, or after the last day of March and 
after being notified in said road year to work the 
road, and on or before the day he is by such no¬ 
tice required to appear and work the road, the 
sum of two dollars and the further sum of fifty 
cents as a delinquent fee; then, in the event of 
either of such payments he shall be exempt from 
all road duty during that road year.

No. 394.) AN ACT (H. 773. 

To repeal the act creating the city court of An¬ 
dalusia, for Covington county, Alabama, 
passed during the 1907 session of the legis¬ 
lature of Alabama, entitled, “An act to cre¬ 
ate, establish and maintain an inferior court 
of record in and for the county of Coving¬ 
ton; to define and provide for the powers, 
jurisdiction and procedure thereof and to 
provide for officers thereof and their com¬ 
pensation” and to abolish said court; to pro¬ 
vide for the dispositions of the pending and 
adjudicated causes of all kinds in said court 
and the process, appeals, costs, bonds, se¬ 
curities, and records and files of the same; 
to regulate the bringing, filing, transferring 
and appealing of causes and prosecutions in 
said court; and to fix the time that this act 
shall become effective. Be it enacted by the 
Legislature of Alabama: 

First: That the act creating the city court 
of Andalusia, passed during the 1907 session Act repealed, 
the legislature of Alabama, for Covington coun¬ 
ty, Alabama, entitled, “An act to create, estab¬ 
lish and maintain an inferior court of record in 
and for the county of Covington; to define and 
provide for the powers, jurisdiction and proced¬ 
ure thereof and to provide for officers thereof 
and their compensation,” be, and the same is 
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hereby in all respects repealed and said court 
abolished . 

Second: That all records, files, papers, docu¬ 
ments, and all adjudicated and pending causes, 
whatsoever, in and pertaining to said court, at 
the time this act becomes effective, be, and the 
same is and shall be transferred and become a 
part of the records, files, and proceedings in and 
of “the Andalusia city court of law and equity” 
for Covington county, Alabama, created at the 
present session of the legislature of Alabama; in 
all respects and for all purposes as if same 
had originated in said law and equity court;

At least twenty 
percentum of the contract price shall be retain¬ 
ed until the completion of the work, and if the 
contractor fails within the time prescribed by 
the contract, or any extension thereof granted 
by the board, to do work in accordance with the 
terms of the contract, to complete the said work 
as required by the contract, then the retained 
percentage shall not be paid to the contractor, 
but shall be retained in the road and bridge fund. 
The said board may appoint overseers on all por¬ 
tions of the road that are not worked by con¬ 
tract, and persons who have been apportioned 
to the road precincts of the several overseers 
shall he liable to work under said overseer on 
the public roads of the county, exclusive of the 
time to open new roads, not less than eight nor 
more than ten days in any one year. All persons 
liable to road duty, who are appointed to such 
portions of the road as are worked by contract, 
shall be required to work under the contractor 
for a like number of days at the time herein 
fixed for working public road. The first Monday 
in June, 1911, and the first Monday in April of 
each year thereafter shall be the day on which 
the overseers shall begin the work on the public 
roads of the county, and it shall be the duty of 
every person liable to road duty who has not 
paid the road tax prior to that date to report at 
eight o’clock A. M. on the said date of each year 
at the voting place of the beat in which he re¬ 
sides for road duty. It shall be the duty of the 
road overseers in each beat when the roads are 
not worked by contract, and the contractor in 
those beats worked by contract, to meet the per¬ 
sons liable for road duty at the voting places 
and there take charge of those apportioned to 
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mqfective portions of the road and proceed im¬ 
mediately to their road and begin work. In beats 
where there is more than one voting place, it 
should be a compliance with this act for a per¬ 
son liable to road duty to Report as required by 
this act at any one of the several voting places 
in his beat, and it shall be the duty of the board 
of public works to appoint as many overseers for 
each road precinct as there are voting places in 
the beat where such precincts lie, designating to 
each overseer to which voting place he shall re¬ 
port; and in those beats worked by contract it 
shall be the duty of the contractor to provide as 
many foremen at each voting place as there are 
road precincts to be worked. It shall be the du¬ 
ty of the road overseer and the contractors in 
charge of those liable to road duty to work at 
least two days beginning on the-first Monday in 
June, 1911, and on the first Monday in April of 
each year thereafter, and they may then adjourn 
the work to any future fixed time to be taken up 
at the place where they adjourned from, provid¬ 
ed they shall work not less than 8, nor more than 
10 days between the first Monday of April and 
the first day of December of each year. Any 
person liable to road duty and who has not paid 
the road tax prior to the first Monday in April 
of any year, and who without a sufficient excuse 
shall fail or refuse to report at his voting place 
on the first Monday in June, 1911, and on the 
first Monday in April of each year thereafter of 
such year for road duty, or fails to report at any 
adjourned time and place as required by this act 
must on conviction be fined not less than $3.50 
nor more than $10.00 for each day for which he 
is so in default, and may also be imprisoned in 
the county jail, or put to hard labor for the coun¬ 
ty for not more than 20 days. All fines collected 
by any court on conviction under this act shall 
be paid to the county treasurer and carried into 
the road and bridge fund. The board of public 
works shall make contracts with the contractors 
for the compensation to be paid to the county 
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for all such hands apportioned to them. Any 
person who is liable to work on the public roads 
of said county shall be exempt from all road du¬ 
ty if he shall pay to the tax collector of said 
county on or before the first day of March, the 
sum of $3.50 for the benefit of said road and 
bridge fund for the current year.” 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That section 5 
of said act be, and the same is hereby amended, 
so as to read as follows: “Section 5. That all 
male inhabitants of the county of Tuscaloosa 
over the age of eighteen and under the age of 
forty-five years shall be liable for road duty, ex¬ 
cept as follows: All those who have lost an arm 
or a. leg. All those who are rendered, by nature 
or disease, incapable of hard labor who shall pro¬ 
cure a certificate of such incapacity from the 
county board of health and shall file the same 
with the board of public works on or before the 
first day of February of each year, provided that 
if the disability is permanent and it is so certi¬ 
fied one filing of the same shall be sufficient. All 
bona fide residents of the incorporated cities and 
towns of said county. All the employees of the 
Alabama insane hospital, the University of Ala¬ 
bama and the United States government, provid¬ 
ed, however, that none of said employees shall be 
exempt unless he shall on or before the first day 
of February of each year file with the board of 
public works a certificate from the proper officer 
of said hospital, university or government, stat¬ 
ing that he is an employee of said institution or 
government.” 

Sec. 3. That section 12 of said act be, and the 
same is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. That said act be, and the same is here¬ 
by, amended by adding thereto the following sec¬ 
tion, to be designated as section 15: “Section 
15. That it shall be unlawful for any person to 
deaden or girdle any tree on or near a public 
road, or to leave standing on or near a public 
road, any tree which has been deadened or gir¬ 
dled on any land owned by him or under his con- 
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trol that is liable to fall in or obstruct a public 
road, and any person who permits any tree 
which has been so deadened or girdled on 
land owned or controlled- by him and which 
has fallen into any public road to remain 
therein, after having been notified by any 
overseer of the county, or by any person 
appointed by the board of public works to 
give such notice to remove the same, shall be Penalty- 
guilty of a misdemeanor and on conviction shall 
be fined not less than twice the cost of removing 
such obstruction.”

citizens of Dale county, and whose term of office 
shall expire with that of the governor making 
such appointment, constitute the board of trus¬ 
tees of the school. The term of office of the three 
members of said board heretofore appointed and 
now serving on the present board of trustees 
shall expire upon the approval of this act. The 
board of trustees shall elect a treasurer, who 
shall have charge of the funds of the school and 
disburse the same upon the order of the board of 
trustees.

To create and establish the Andalusia city court 
of law and equity for Covington county. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature 
of Alabama, That is hereby created and estab¬ 
lished in and for the county of Covington, in the^^ create(1 
State of Alabama, an inferior court of law and 
equity, which shall be a court of record, and 
which shall be known as, and called “Andalusia 
city court of law and equity,” which said court 
is hereby invested with, and shall have and ex- Jurlsdlcti0EL . 
ercise, in said county, all the jurisdiction and 
powers which are now, or which may hereafter 
be, conferred by law upon the circuit courts and 
the chancery courts of this State, and jurisdic¬ 
tion of all other suits and actions at law founded 
on contract when the sum or matter in contro¬ 
versy exceeds twenty ($20.00) dollars, and of all 
other actions at law founded on any wrong or 
injury when the damage claimed exceeds twenty 
($20.00) dollars, and of all other actions at law 
brought to recover specific personal property 
when the value of such property exceeds twenty 
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($20.00) dollars. Said court, except as in this 
act otherwise provided, when exercising the ju¬ 
risdiction and powers .by this act conferred, oth¬ 
er than the jurisdiction and powers of the chan¬ 
cery court, shall conform to and be governed 
by the rules of practice and procedure in the cir¬ 
cuit courts of the State, and, when exercising the 
jurisdiction and powers of the chancery court, 
shall conform to and be governed by the rules of 
practice and procedure in the chancery courts 
of the State; provided, that the judge of this 
court shall have the power and authority to 
make and adopt such rules of practice and pro¬ 
cedure for this court, not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act, as in his opinion, may be 
required and necessary for an expeditious dis¬ 
patch of the business of said court, and for the 
proper system of practice and procedure in said 
court, and may amend or annul the same as may 
be expedient and such rules of practice and pro¬ 
cedure, so made and adopted shall be entered 
upon the minutes of said court, and shall be sub¬ 
ject to revision, change or amendment by the 
supreme court of the State. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That there 
shall be a judge of said court, who shall be ap¬ 
pointed and commissioned by the governor of 
Alabama, within fifteen (15) days after the ap¬ 
proval of this act, and his term of office shall 
begin on November 16th, 1912, and shall con¬ 
tinue for six (6) years, and until his successor 
is. appointed and qualified, and in like manner 
his successors shall be appointed and commis¬ 
sioned every six (6) years thereafter, within fif¬ 
teen (15) days prior to the expiration of the six 
(6) year term of his predecessor, to take effect 
upon such expiration. The judge of said court, 
at the time of his appointment, shall have been 
a citizen of the United States and of the State 
of Alabama for a period of five (5) years and of 
said Covington county for a period of two (2) 
years, next preceding his appointment and shall 
be not less than thirty (30) years of age and 
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shall he learned in the law, and during his con¬ 
tinuance in office shall reside in said county of 
Covington. The judge of said court shall take 
the oath of office prescribed by law before en¬ 
tering upon any of the duties pertaining to his 
office, and he may be impeached or removed from 
office for the same cause, by the same tribunals, 
and in the same manner, as judges of the circuit 
courts of this State. The judge of said court 
shall have and exercise all the authority, jurisdic¬ 
tion and powers which are now, or may hereafter 
be lawfully exercised by judges of the circuit 
courts and chancellors of the chancery courts of 
this State, including power and authority to is¬ 
sue writs of injunction, prohibition, certiorari, 
mandamus, habeas corpus, supercedeas ne exeat 
and all other writs which are now, or may here¬ 
after be, lawfully issued by the said judges of 
said circuit courts and chancellors of said chan¬ 
cery courts of this State, returnable to any court 
within the State; vacancies in the office of said 
judge shall he filled by the governor of Alabama, 
and any person appointed to fill the unexpired 
term shall continue in office until his successor is 
appointed and qualified. The judge of said 
court shall be commissioned as the circuit judges 
of this State are commissioned. If, in any case, 
civil or criminal pending in said court, the judge 
thereof, for any legal cause, be incompetent to 
try, hear or render judgment in such case, the 
parties, or their attorneys of record, if it be a 
civil case, or the solicitor, or prosecuting officer, 
and the defendant or defendants, if it is a crim¬ 
inal case, may agree upon some disinterested at- special 
tornev to act as a .special judge of said court, and-’' 1 * 12 ®' 
to try, hear and decide and render judgment in 
the same manner and to the same effect as such 
incompetent judge could do but for such incom- 
pentency; and, if the case be a civil one, and the 
parties or attorneys of record do not agree, or, 
if it be a criminal case, and the prosecuting of¬ 
ficer and the defendant or defendants do not 
agree, upon a special judge, or if either party 
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in a civil cause is not represented in court, in 
person or by attorney, the register in chancery 
or the clerk of said court shall appoint a special 
judge, who shall preside, hear, try, decide and 
render judgment in such case in like manner 
and to like effect as such incompetent judge 
could do but for such incompetency. Provid¬ 
ed, that if the clerk or register of said court shall 
certify to the governor that the judge of said 
court will be absent or disqualified or unable to 
hold said; court for the period of more than 
three (3) days, then the governor shall appoint 
a practicing attorney to act and perform the 
duties of judge of said court until the judge of 
said court shall resume his duties, and, while so 
acting such special judge shall have and exercise 
all the authority, jurisdiction and powers, in all 
respects, the same as the judge of said court, 
and such special judge shall receive as compen¬ 
sation for his services for each day he is engag¬ 
ed in holding said court the same compensation 
as is allowed to special judges in the circuit 
courts of this State, which shall be paid in the 
same manner and out of the same fund as spe¬ 
cial judges in the circuit courts of this State are 
paid; and provided, further, that if the judge 
of said court shall fail to attend the commence¬

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That the judge

paid. shall receive as his salary the sum of three thou¬ 

sand dollars per annum; and of this amount 
there shall be paid him the sum of two thousand 
dollars, in the same manner and out of the same 
funds as the salaries of the judges of the cir¬ 
cuit courts of this State are paid, and the bal¬ 

ance of his said salary, to-wit, the sum of one 
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thousand dollars shall be paid him out of the 
county treasury of Covington county, in equal 
monthly installments at the end of each month 
of his said term, computing from the date of 
his commission, by the county treasurer of said 
county, on the order of said judge, and the same 
shall be preferred claims against the county and 
payable as grand and petit jurors in the circuit 
courts are paid under the general laws of the 
State. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That there 
shall be a solicitor of and for said Andalusia city 
court of law and equity, who shall be appointed 
and commissioned by the governor of Alabama quaHflcaUons, 
within fifteen (15) days after the approval of term of office, 
this act, and whose term of office shall begin on ? te > of solic ' 
November 16th, 1912, and shall continue for four 
years, and until his successor is appointed and 
qualified, and in like manner his successor shall 
be appointed every four years thereafter, within 
fifteen (15) days prior to the expiration of the 
four years term of his predecessor, to fake effect 
upon such expiration. Such solicitor shall be 
learned in the law, and, at the time of his ap¬ 
pointment, he shall have been a citizen of the 
State of Alabama for a period of five (5) years 
and of Covington county for a period of two (2) 
years, next preceding his appointment, and 
shall reside in Covington county and in the town 
of Andalusia during his continuance in office, 
and he shall be, commissioned as solicitors of the 
circuit courts are commissioned under the gen¬ 
eral laws of this State. And solicitors so ap¬ 
pointed shall take the oath of office perscribed 
by law before entering upon the discharge of 
any of the duties pertaining to his office, and 
may be impeached or removed from office for 
the same causes in the same manner and by the 
same tribunals as solicitors of the circuit courts 
of this State, and he shall perform the same du¬ 
ties and be subject to the same pains, penalties 
and liabilities, in respect thereto, as by law may 
be imposed upon solicitors of the circuit courts 
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of the State in like cases in the circuit courts 
of the State, and said solicitor shall not repre¬ 
sent any defendant in any criminal or quasi 
criminal case in any of the courts of Covington 
county during his continuance in office, nor 
shall any partner of said solicitor defend any 
person in any criminal or quasi criminal case in 
any of the courts of Covington county. Vacan¬ 
cies in the office of solicitor of said court shall 
be filled by the governor, and the person appoint¬ 
ed to fill such vacancy shall hold said office dur¬ 
ing the unexpired term of his predecessor, and 
until his successor shall be appointed and qual¬ 
ified, and his qualifications shall be the same as 
those required of his predecessor in office. Said 
solicitor shall receive as his compensation a sal¬ 
ary of eighteen hundred dollars per annum, 
which shall be paid out of the county treasury, 
of Covington county in equal monthly install¬ 
ments at the end of each month of his term, com¬ 
puting from the date of his commission, by the 
county treasurer, on the order of the judge of 
said court, and the same shall be preferred claims 
against the county and payable as grand and 
petit jurors in the circuit courts are paid under 
the general laws of the State. In case of the ab¬ 
sence, sickness or disqualifications of said solic¬ 
itor, the judge of said court shall appoint a solic¬ 
itor pro tempore, who shall perform the duties 
of solicitor during such absence, sickness or dis¬ 
qualification, and such solicitor pro tempore 
shall receive the compensation which the regular 
solicitor would have received for said services, 
which compensation shall be paid upon the order 
of said judge in the same manner as the compen¬ 
sation of the regular solicitor is paid. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, that the clerk of 
the circuit court of Covington county shall be 
ex-officio clerk of the Andalusia city court of law 
and equity, on the law side of its docket, and 
shall have all the powers and authorities and 
shall perform all the duties and be subject to all 
the pains, penalties and liabilities, in the said 
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court, as are conferred or imposed on or required 
of him in like cases in the circuit court; and he 
shall be entitled to the same fees for services in 
said court (except the ex-officio fees provided by 
law for clerks of the circuit courts), as are now 
or may hereafter be allowed bv .law for like serv¬ 
ices in the circuit court of the State to clerks of 
said circuit court and to be collected and paid in 
the same manner as the fees of clerks of the cir¬ 
cuit court. The judge of said court shall adopt a 
seal for the law side of said court, which shall be 
kept in the custody of said clerk. The said clerk of 
said court shall have power and authority to 
grant all orders and to do all things and exercise 
all powers during the time of said court which the 
clerks of the circuit courts of this State may 
grant, do and exercise in term time or vacation. 

It shall also be the duty of the clerk of said court 
to visit the county jail of said county once each 
week and ask each prisoner confined therein who 
is charged with a misdemeanor whether he wishes 
to plead guilty or to go to trial, and whether or 
not he demands a jury trial, and to report the 
same fully in writing within twelve hours after 
such visit, to the judge of said court, or if he 
should be sick or absent from the town of Anda¬ 
lusia, to the solicitor of said court, and for any 
failure or refusal of said clerk to perform such 
duty he shall be deemed guilty of a contempt of 
said court and punished as for other contempts by 
the judge of said court. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That the regis¬ 
ter of the chancery court of Covington county 
shall he ex-officio register of the Andalusia city Register for 
court of law and equity, on the equity side of its court 
docket, and shall have all the authority and pow- Duties, pow¬ 
ers and perform all the duties and be subject toers and au- 
all the pains penalties and liabilities, in said thonty ‘ 
court, as are now conferred or imposed on or 
required of him in like cases in the chancery 
court; and said register shall be entitled to the 
same fees in said court as are now, or may here¬ 
after be allowed by law for like services in the 
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chancery court to registers of the chancery 
courts of the State, and to be collected and paid 
in the same manner as the fees of the registers 
of the chancery courts. The judge of said court 
shall adopt a seal for the equity side of said An¬ 
dalusia city court of law and equity, which shall 
he kept in the custody of the register. And said 
register shall have authority and power to grant 
all orders and do all things and exercise all pow¬ 
ers during term time which registers of the chan¬ 
cery courts may grant, do or exercise in term 
time or vacation. If said register of said court 
is a lawyer and is otherwise qualified to practice 
law, he, and also any partner of said register, if 
a lawyer and so qualified may practice on the law- 
side of said court but not on the equity side. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, That in case of 
the sickness, absence or disqualification of the 
clerk or register of said Andalusia city court of 
law and equity, the judge thereof shall appoint 
a clerk pro tempore or register pro tempore as 
the case may be, who shall perform the duties of 
clerk or register during such sickness or absence 
or disqualification, and such clerk or register pro 
tempore shall receive the same fees as the regu¬ 
lar clerk or register would have received for said 
services, to be collected and paid in the same 
manner as the fees of the regular clerk or regis¬ 
ter are collected and paid. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That there shall 
be a stenographer of and for said Andalusia city 
court of law and equity, who shall be appointed 
by the judge of said court, and w-ho shall be able 
to take shorthand notes at the rate of 140 words 
per minute for five (5) consecutive minutes and 
clearly read and transcribe the same. The said 
stenographer shall be an officer of the court and 
shall hold office during the term of the judge ap¬ 
pointing him, provided, that the judge of said 
court shall, at any time, have the pow-er to re¬ 
move said stenographer from office upon proper 
charges in writing entered of record and duly 
sworn to, for incompetency, neglect of duty, in- 
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subordination or misconduct, if after hearing 
such charges and such proof as may be offered in 
support thereof and against the same, it shall ap¬ 
pear that such charges are well founded and sat¬ 
isfactorily proven. Said stenographer shall have 
all the powers and perform all the duties, in 
said Andalusia city court of law and equity, 
which are conferred upon or required by law of 
official stenographers in like cases in the circuit 
courts of the State, and attend all grand juries 
of said court, also, said stenographer shall re¬ 
ceive a salary of five hundred dollars per annum, 
payable monthly in equal installments, at the 
end of each month of his term, after his appoint¬ 
ment, to be paid out of the county treasury of 
Covington county, by the treasurer, on the order 
of the judge of said court and the same shall be 
preferred claims against the county and paid as 
grand and petit jurors of the circuit court are 
paid under the general laws of the State. He 
shall also receive such fees for transcripts of his 
notes and copies thereof as are allowed official 
stenographers of the circuit courts of the State 
under the general laws of the State, and to be 
paid in like manner as such official stenogra¬ 
phers are paid for such services. Provided, that

To provide for the control, working, mainte¬ 
nance, building and improvement of the 
public roads and bridges of Shelby county. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature 
of Alabama , That the office of chief supervisor of 
public roads and bridges in Shelby county is a ted. 
hereby created. 

Sec. 2. That the commissioners court or board 
of revenue shall, at the first regular meeting after Appointment, 
the passage of this act, appoint a supervisor of^ r of super ' 
roads for Shelby county, at such salary and for 
such term of office as the said commissioners 
court or board of revenue may fix and direct. 

And such supervisor of roads may be removed 
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from office at any time, for cause, by a majority 
vote of the commissioners court or board of 
revenue. Each succeeding commissioners court 
or board of revenue shall appoint a supervisor 
of roads and may fix his term of office and pre¬ 
scribe his compensation, remove him from of¬ 
fice, for cause, upon a majority vote and fill any 
vacancy in such office occasioned by death, res¬ 
ignation, removal or other cause. That the com¬ 
pensation of the supervisor of roads for Shel¬ 
by county shall be paid out of the county treas¬ 
ury at such times and such amounts as the com¬ 
missioners court or board of revenue shall pre¬ 
scribe, upon warrants ordered and drawn by 
the commissioners court or board of revenue, 
such warrants to be signed by the chairman of 
the commissioners court or by the president of 
the board of revenue.

done thereto shall be paid for out of the dog 
tax fund, and to provide that the surplus 
left from the dog tax fund on the first day of 
April of each year shall be paid into the 
public school fund of said county.

Section 1. That each any every dog over four 
months old shall be liable for taxation as herein 
provided, either by the owner, agent or attorney 
of the owner, or by the tax assessor in the name Oration. 6 ° F 
of the owner, without affixing any valuation 
thereto; provided, however, that the owner may 
if he so desires affix any value thereto if he 
wishes. Every person who keeps or harbors a 
dog, or who knowingly permits the keeping or I>ersons 
harboring of a dog upon his premises shall, for deemed owner, 
the purpose of listing and taxation be deemed the 
ow'ner thereof, and the tax assessor shall ascer¬ 
tain the owner or harborer of each dog within Tax assessor 
his county and list and return the same for tax- t0 list- etc ' 
ation as herein provided.

1911, between the 1st day of October and the 
31st day of December, and each subsequent as¬ 
sessment shall be made at the time prescribed 
by law for the assessment of other taxes.

Whenever \gny sheep or other live 
stock or poultry are killed or injured by dogs, the 
Damage to owner or person having custody of same shall 
how paid*’ etc twenty-four hours after such killing or 

injury is'made known to him or her, notify a 
justice of the peace in whose precinct the sheep 
or other live stock were injured or killed, and 
make affidavits setting forth the number of sheep 
or other live stock or poultry killed or injured, 
together with the amount of damages sustained 
by reason of such injury or killing, and that he 
does not know whose dog caused the damages if 
such be the fact, or if known, that the amount of 
such damages if reduced to judgment could not 
be collected on execution against the owner of 
such dog if such be the fact. The justice of the 
peace shall then appoint two disinterested house¬ 
holders or freeholders of the neighborhood where¬ 
in the injury was done to appraise the amount 
of damage, and shall furnish them with the affi¬ 
davits or copies thereof filed by the claimant, 
and the appraisers shall forthwith examine such 
sheep or other live stock or poultry and make a 
written report on the claim to the justice of 
the peace who shall forthwith forward the claim¬ 
ant’s affidavit and the appraisers’ report to the 
judge of probate who shall file same in his office 
and endorse thereon the date of such filing. The 
justice of the peace and each of the appraisers 
shall be allowed 50 cents for their services to 
be paid out of the dog tax funds of the county 
as other claims against such funds are paid. At 
each meeting of the court of county commission¬ 
ers or board of revenue, the claims for killing or 
damages to sheep or other live stock or poultry 
which have been filed not less than ten days 
prior to said meeting shall be taken up and con¬ 
sidered and allowed or rejected as to them may 
seem just and proper; provided, however, that 
the court of county commissioners or board of 
revenue may require additional evidence on any 
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such claim either by oral testimony or affidavits. 

Such claims as are allowed shall be filed with the 
county treasurer, who shall after the 1st day of 
March of each year draw his warrant in favor 
of the claimant for the amount allowed by the 
court of county commissioners or board of reve¬ 
nue. Provided, however, that if the amount in 
the dog tax fund be not sufficient to pay all 
claims, the treasurer shall prorate the same 
equally among the claimants. Any surplus re¬ 
maining after all such claims have been paid 
shall be transferred to the public school fund of 
the county. 

Sec. 4. Every person owning or harboring a 
dog shall be liable to the party injured for all 
damages done by such dog, but no recovery shall 
be had for personal injuries to any persons when Paj'tie^HaWe 
they were inflicted while such persons were up- t01 amages - 
on the premises of the owner of the dog after 
court for damages to sheep or other live stock 
or poultry, the court may order the defendant or 
any constable in said county to kill or cause to 
be killed the dog or dogs who inflicted such in¬ 
jury within two days at the rendition of judg¬ 
ment. 

Sec. 5. Any dog upon which this license tax 
is paid when due, shall be regarded as property, i>«g regarded 
and shall be entitled to the same protection as as proper - v ' 
other live stock. When any dog upon which the 
license tax herein required is paid shall be in¬ 
jured or killed contrary to law or carried away 
from the premises of the owner or harborer for 
the purpose of killing or injuring such animal damage's ta 
or depriving the owner thereof of his ownership, 
the owner may recover exemplary damages of 
the person guilty of so doing. Any person vio- penalty for 
lating the provisions of this section shall be lia- violation, 
ble to prosecution as in cases of injuring live 
stock or other personal property of another. 

Sec. 6. Any person who shall keep or harbor 
a dog upon his or her premises or elsewhere in t ^ or 

the county and who fails or refuses to pay the tax'” 6 
license tax thereon when due, shall be fined not

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exceeding five dollars for each offense, and upon 
conviction the judgment may include an order 
requiring such dog to be killed, which order may 
be executed by any peace officer of the county 
who shall be allowed one dollar therefor to be 
taxed as costs. It shall be the duty of the sher¬ 
iff and his deputies and each constable in his 
precinct to kill or cause to be killed any dog, the 
owner of which has failed or refused to pay the 
license tax thereon when due, and for each dog. 
so killed without the order of the count such 
officer shall be allowed by the court of county 
commissioners or board of revenue fifty cents to 
be paid out of the dog tax fund.

No. 475.) AN ACT (S. 456. 

To create and establish the juvenile court of Jef¬ 
ferson county, Alabama; to create and de¬ 
fine its jurisdiction; and conferring power 
on said court to adjudicate on all cases of 
children under sixteen (16) years of age, 
who are delinquent, indigent, neglected, or 
otherwise subject to discipline, or in need 
of the care and protection of the State and 
regulating the procedure in such cases, in¬ 
cluding the establishment and maintenance 
of a detention home and probation system, 
and the appointment of guardians for such 
children, and providing for the welfare of 
indigent children as objects of charity, for 
the public good; to provide for the officers 
of said court, and define their powers and 
duties and provide for their compensation. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of Ala~ 
bama : 

Section 1. That there be and is hereby creat¬ 
ed and established in and for the county of Jef¬ 
ferson, State of Alabama, a juvenile court, which 
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court shall have and exercise the judisdiction, 
functions, and powers which are hereby, or 
which may hereafter he conferred by law on 
said court. 

Sec. 2. The said court shall have original ju¬ 
risdiction to hear, determine, and adjudicate all Jurisdiction, 
cases of children under sixteen (16) years of 
age who are delinquent, indigent, neglected or 
otherwise subject to discipline, or in need of 
the care and protection of the State or who are 
in immediate danger of becoming public charges, 
and generally to hear and determine all cases 
coming within the provisions of this act, which 
shall be liberally construed as remedial in char¬ 
acter, to accomplish the beneficial purposes here¬ 
in set forth. 

Sec. 3. The judge of said court, shall have 
power to issue writs or habeas corpus, upon Power of 
proper showing to have brought before him any ]U ge - 
child under the age of sixteen (16) years in 
Jefferson county, Alabama, who is delinquent, 
indigent, neglected or in danger of becoming a 
public charge or otherwise subject to discipline 
or in need of the care and protection of the 
State, and upon the hearing of said cause, it 
shall be the duty of the judge to hear the testi¬ 
mony and to make such disposition of said mat¬ 
ter and issue such order for the further control, 
custody and discipline of said child as shall be 
for the best interest of said child. This court 
shall have concurrent jurisdiction with the chan¬ 
cery and probate court to hear and determine 
and adjudicate causes relating to said child (or 
children) herein described. It is not intended 
by this act to confer upon said court any power 
or jurisdiction to hear, determine, or adjudicate 
any cause or matter which may come before it, 
so as to effect any property rights of said child 
(or children) or other persons who may be in¬ 
terested. 

Sec. 4. There shall be appointed by the gov¬ 
ernor of Alabama a judge of said court, whose App 0 j ntment> 
term of office shall be for six years, from the etc., of judge. 
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date of said appointment, and until his succes¬ 
sor is appointed and qualified, said successor 
in each case being appointed by the governor of 
Alabama. The said judge shall have been a cit¬ 
izen of the United States and of Jefferson coun- 
ty, Alabama, for at least three (3) years pre¬ 
ceding his appointment, and shall not be less 
than twenty-five (25) years of age. He shall 
be a man of high moral character, of clean life, 
and shall be selected for his especial fitness, by 
training, education, and experience, to deal with 
delinquent and neglected children generally 
such as are described in this act. The sal¬ 
ary of said judge shall be twenty-five hundred 
($2500.00) dollars per year, payable monthly 
out of the general funds of Jefferson county, 
Alabama. 

Sec. 5. This act shall apply to any child un¬ 
der sixteen (16) years of age residing in Jef¬ 
ferson county, Alabama, at the time, or being 
in said county at the time, who violates any 
penal law or any municipal ordinance, or who 
commits any act for which he could be prosecut¬ 
ed criminally, or in a method partaking of the 
nature of a criminal action, or proceeding, ex¬ 
cept crimes punishable by death or imprison¬ 
ment in the penitentiary, and excepting assaults 
to ravish any female. This act shall likewise 
apply to any person or persons under sixteen 
(16 ) years of age who engage in any occupation, 
calling or exhibition, or is found in any place 
for permitting which, an adult may be punish- 
ed by law, or who so deports itself, or is in such 
condition or surrounding, or under such im¬ 
proper or insufficient guardianship or control 
as to endanger the morals, health or general wel¬ 
fare of such person. The word “child” as used 
in this act includes any person under the age of 
sixteen (16) years. Any person having knowl¬ 
edge or information that a child residing in or 
actually within the county is within the provis¬ 
ions of the preceding section, may file with the 
juvenile court of Jefferson coxinty a sworn pe- 
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tition, stating the facts that bring such child 
within said provisions and this petition may 
he upon information and belief of the affiant. 

The style or title of the proceeding shall be 
Jefferson county, Alabama, vs. (inserting the style of pe- 
name) a child under sixteen years of age.” The tltlon - 
petition shall set forth the name and residence 
of the child, and of the parents, if known to the

Upon the filing of the petition with 
the court, the court or judge thereof may, forth-j ssue of sum- 
with, or after causing an examination to be made mons requir- 
by an officer or other person, cause a summons ap ° pear 
to he issued, signed by the judge or clerk of said 
court, requiring the child to appear before the 
court, and the parents, guardian, or the person 
having the custody, control or supervision of 
the child, or the person with whom the child 
may he found, may appear with the child at 
such time and place as may be stated in the sum¬ 
mons, to show cause why the child should not 
be dealt with according to the provisions of this 
act.

child, and carry out the objects of this act; and 
the court, if satisfied that the child is in need of 
care, discipline or protection of the State, may 
so adjudicate, and may, in addition,, find said 
child to be delinquent or neglected, or to be in 
need or more suitable guardianship, as the case 
may be, and in addition to the powers granted 
by "this act, may render such judgment and make 
such order or commitment, according to the cir¬ 
cumstances of the case as any court or magis¬ 
trate is now, or may hereafter be authorized by 
law to render or make in such cases.

Nothing in this act shall be construed 
as forbidding the arrest, with or without war¬ 
rant, of any child as is now or may hereafter be 
provided by law, or as forbidding the issuance 
of warrants by a magistrate as provided by law. 
Whenever a child under sixteen (16) years of 
age is brought before any other magistrate or 
court in said county, such magistrate or court 
shall forthwith transfer the case to the juvenile 
court, Jefferson county, by an order directing 
that said child be taken to the shelter hereinafter 
mentioned; said magistrate or court may, how¬ 
ever, by order, admit such child to bail, or re¬ 
lease such child into the custody of some suita¬ 
ble and proper person to appear before said court 
at a time designated in said order.

said child and of the person of said child. In 
any case arising under this act the judge of said 
court may determine as between the parents 
whether the father or mother shall have the cus¬ 
tody, education, direction and control of such 
child. 

Sec. 18. Nothing contained in this act shall be 
construed as superseding or abridging the gen¬ 
eral chancery power and jurisdiction exercised 
by the courts of this State over the persons and 
estate of minors, nor as superseding or abridging 
the authority of the probate court to appoint 
guardians for infants as now provided by law. 

Sec. 19. It shall be the duty of the judge of 
said juvenile court of Jefferson county, to visit 
at least once a year each institution in which 
there shall be at the time any child under com¬ 
mitment pursuant to this act, and the matrons 
and officers of said institution in all its depart¬ 
ments, to the end that the court may be advised 
of the propriety of continuing the use of the in¬ 
stitution as a custodial agency; and said judge 
may examine witnesses under oath within the 
county wherein said institution is located or ap¬ 
point a referee for the purpose of obtaining in¬ 
formation as to the decency and care of said in¬ 
stitution. 

Sec. 20. Said court shall have power to devise 
and publish rules and regulate the proceedings of 
cases coming within the provisions of this act 
and for the conduct of all probation and other of- 
licers of the court in such cases, and such rules 
shall be enforced and construed beneficially for 
the remedial purposes embraced therein. The 
court may devise, promulgate and cause to be 
printed, for the use of the public, and for the 
use of court forms for record in cases coming 
under this act, as may be deemed advisable by 
the court or judge thereof to meet the require¬ 
ments in such cases; and all the expenses of 
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maintenance and care of wards of court under 
detention that may be incurred by order of the 
court in complying with the provisions of this 
act shall be valid charge against the county of 
Jefferson and shall be paid by the county treas¬ 
urer of said county, when itemized and sworn 
to by the creditors or other person knowing the 
facts in the case and approved by the judge of 
said juvenile court of Jefferson county. It is 
hereby declared by the legislature of Alabama 
that it is a public duty to care for all indigent 
and wayward children coming under the provis¬ 
ions of this act, and that it is the purpose of 
this act to place the burden of expense incident 
to this charity, partly on both the general fund, 
and pauper fund of Jefferson county as herein¬ 
above provided. 

Sec. 21. All provisions of the penal laws of 
the State of Alabama and all original laws of this epea 
State and all other laws inconsistent with or re¬ 
pugnant to this act shall be construed as inappli¬ 
cable to the cases arising under this act, and so 
far as they are inconsistent herewith, they are 
hereby repealed.

No. 506.) AN ACT (S. 334. 

To provide for the appointment of an official 
court stenographer for the fifteenth judicial 
circuit of Alabama; to prescribe his duties; 
to fix his compensation, and to provide for 
the payment of the same. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislature of 
Alabama, That the judge of the fifteenth judicial 
circuit of the State of Alabama is hereby author- o/ ^Tenog- 
ized and directed to appoint a competent short- rapher. 
hand writer to perform the duties of official 
court reporter of said circuit courts, and courts 
of like jurisdiction within the said circuit not 
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otherwise provided with an official court- report¬ 
er, who is able to take shorthand notes at the 
rate of 150 words per minute for five consecu¬ 
tive minutes, and clearly read and transcribe 
the same. Said official court reporter shall be 
an officer of the court and shall hold office for the 
term of the judge appointing him, and until his 
successor shall be appointed and qualified, pro¬ 
vided, that the judge of said court shall, at any 
time, have power to remove such official court 
reporter upon proper charges filed in writing 
and entered of record duly sworn to, for incom¬ 
petency, neglect of duty, insubordination, or 
misconduct, if, after hearing such charges and 
proof as may be offered in support thereof and 
against the same it shall appear that such 
charges are well founded and satisfactorily 
proven. 

Sec. 2. That said judge making the appoint¬ 
ment of such official court reporter shall certify 
the appointment, together w T ith a copy of the oath 
of office taken by such official court reporter, to 
the clerks of the circuits courts of the counties 
in the circuit and such certificate shall be enter¬ 
ed of record by such clerk. 

Sec. 3. That said official court reporter, be¬ 
fore entering upon the discharge of his duties, 
shall subscribe to the following oath: State of 

Alabama,-county. I,-, do solemnly 

swear that I will well and truly report all mat¬ 
ters which it shall become my duty to report as 
official court reporter of the fifteenth judicial 
circuit of the State of Alabama, and will per¬ 
form all such duties as are incumbent upon me 
as such official court reporter, faithfully and im- 
partiallv, to the best of my abilitv, so help me 
God. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of such official 
court reporter to attend the sessions of the 
courts of the circuit of which he is the official 
court reporter, in person, or, when he is provi¬ 
dentially hindered, provide a competent assist¬ 
ant appointed by him by and with the advice 
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and consent of the presiding judge, and to take 
full stenographic notes of the oral evidence and 
proceedings, except arguments of counsel, in 
every case in such courts as the presiding judge 
shall direct or any party thereto may request to 
he reported, and must also note the order in 
which all written or documentary evidence is in¬ 
troduced, all objections and the ruling of the 
court thereon, and exceptions which may be re¬ 
served thereto. The original notes taken by such 
official court reporter shall be filed with the 
clerk of the said court where the same are taken 
and shall be treated and preserved as a part of 
the records of said court. He shall, when direct¬ 
ed by the presiding judge, attend the grand jury 
in its investigations and shall take notes of the 
evidence before said grand jury in such cases as 
he may be directed, and such notes shall be filed 
with the clerk of said court where taken. He 
shall furnish within thirty days to any party 
to a cause reported by him demanding the same 
in writing, a typewritten transcript of his notes, 
or any part thereof, upon payment of a trans¬ 
cript fee of ten cents for each one hundred words 
thereof, and for each additional copy to be made 
at the same time, five cents for each one hundred 
words thereof, provided, that nothing herein con¬ 
tained shall affect any special agreement made 
to furnish such transcript within less than thirty 
days after demand for same. That in all cases 
where so directed by the presiding judge, such 
official court reporter shall furnish one type¬ 
written copy of such transcript within thirty 
days ater written demand therefor, to lie filed 
with the clerk of said court, free of charge. 

Sec. 5. That in all cases reported by the offi¬ 
cial court reporter, or his assistant, there shall 
be taxed as a part of the costs of the case a fee of Fee taxed as 
five dollars, to be collected as other costs, and costs, 
when such fee is collected, it shall be paid by the 
clerk into the county treasury of said county in 
w hich such case is tried and reported.

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Sec. 6. That said official reporter shall receive 
a salary of eighteen hundred dollars per annum, 
payable in monthly installments by the coun¬ 
ties composing the circuit, each county to pay 
its pro rata of such salary based upon the num¬ 
ber of weeks that said official reporter is in at¬ 
tendance upon the courts held in such county, 
the amount thus due by each county to be certi¬ 
fied by the judge of said court to the clerk of 
such court in each county, who shall issue a 
certificate to the official court reporter for such

No. 522.) AN ACT (S. 454. 

To establish an inferior court in precincts 21 
and 37 lying within or partly within the 
city of Birmingham, Alabama, in lieu of 
all justices of peace in said precincts, and 
in lieu of all other inferior courts, in lieu 
of justices of peace, heretofore created in 
said territory, and to define the jurisdic¬ 
tion and power of the said court, and judges, 
clerks and other officers thereof, to pro¬ 
vide separate provisions, and to provide for 
places of holding the same. 
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Section 1. Be it emoted by the Legislature 
of Alabama, That there is hereby established an 
inferior court in precincts 21 and 37 lying with¬ 
in or partly within the city of Birmingham, Ala¬ 
bama, which shall be known and designated as 
the Birmingham court of common pleas. There 
shall be two divisions of said court, to be known 
respectively as the first and second division, 
which shall be held in the county court house 
of Jefferson county, Alabama. The said court 
shall have all the powers and jurisdiction now 
conferred or that may be hereafter conferred, 
by law on justices of peace; and the judges of 
said court shall have and exercise all the pow¬ 
er and authority, perform all the duties now 
prescribed, or that may hereafter be prescribed, 
by law for justices of peace, and that one judge 
shall reside in each division, and shall have all 
the power and authority of the court over the 
matters transacted in said division. 

Sec. 2. That there shall be a judge for the 
first division, and a judge for the second divi¬ 
sion, who shall be learned in the law, or who 
she 1 ! have been elected for two terms as a justice 
of peace in Jefferson county, Alabama, or as a 
judge of some inferior court of Jefferson county, 
Alabama, for two terms, and who shall reside in 
precinct 21 or 37 of the city of Birmingham, 
Alabama. That- the present judges of the in¬ 
ferior court of Birmingham, first division and 
second division, shall be and become the judges 
of the first division and second division respect¬ 
ively of this court, until the expiration of the 
term for which they were elected as such judges 
of the inferior court of Birmingham.

judge of the city court of Bessemer. 

Sec. 5. That each of the judges of said court 
shall receive an annual salary of two thousand 0 

and four hundred dollars, payable monthly out 
of the county treasury upon their warrants 
drawn upon the county treasurer. 

Sec. 6. That each of the judges of said court 
shall appoint a clerk who shall give bond in the Clerk for 
penal sum of two thousand dollars, payable to court, 
the State of Alabama, and conditioned to faith¬ 
fully discharge the duties of their office, which 
bond shall be approved by and filed in the office Bond, 
of the judge of probate of Jefferson county, Ala¬ 
bama ; also conditioned to pay over all moneys to 
the proper officers and persons to whom it is pay¬ 
able, and to faithfully account for all moneys 
coming into his hands by virtue of his office and 
upon the said bond there shall be the same lia¬ 
bilities and remedies as upon a bond of a clerk
